Am  very  Senfiblc  of  the  Refpeft, 
that  is  due  to,  the  Profeflion,  and 
Charadler  of  the  Author  of  the  Let¬ 
ter  againft  Inoculating  the  Small 
^ox ;  but  am  no  Icfs  fenfible  of  the  Obli- 
gation  I  lye  under  to  vindicate  my  own  Re-, 
putation,  which  a  violent  Fit,  of  Sicknels 
hath  hitherto  hinder'd  me  from  doing.  And 
I  can  do  it  with  the  more  Freedom,  be- 
caufe  I  am  confeious  to  my  felf,  that  I  be¬ 
gan  this  Praftice  m  England  the  fame 

View  to  tire  Vublick  Gpody  with  which,  Ij 
hope,  the  Learned  Author  condemns  it.  I 
muil  take  the  Liberty  to  fay,  that  allowing 
the  Dodor's  Abilities  to  be  as  great  as  pof 
fible  in  his  own  Profeflion,  he  feems  not 
quite  fq  well  qualify'd  to  write  upon  this 
Subjed  j  becaufe  of  the  Narrownefs  of  his 


E:xpcrrenc€  (as  far  as  appears  by  his  Lttitef  j 
and  his  partial  Credulity,  or  Increduiky  in 
Matters  of  Fad,  which  he  takes  from  others  i 
and  taftly,  becaufe  of  ftrong  Prejudices, which 
impofe  upon  his  moft  excellent  Underftand- 
ingj  and  draw  him  into  Reafonings,  which 
cither  are  inconfequential,  or  conclude 
ftrongly  for  the  Pradice  of  Inoculation^  which 
they  are  brought  to  overturn.  All  thefe,  I 
believe,  will  appear  very  plain  to  any  Im^ 
partial  Reader,  in  the  following  AnimaA^ 
^verJionSj  in  which  I  will  endeavour  to  be 
as  Ihort  as  the  Subjed  will  allow. 

The  Letter  pretends  to  be  an  Admonition 
to  Phyficians  not  to  meddle  in  this  Pradicc 
of  Inoculation  y  "till  they  are  better  afccr- 
tain'd,  by  Experience,  of  the  Succels  of  it : 
At  the  fame  Time,  it  is  a  moft  warm  Dif- 
fuafive,  not  only  to  Phyficians,  but  to  all 
Sorts  of  People,  not  to  pradife  it  at  all  5 
and  confequently,  to  deprive  them  of  all 
Poffibility  of  coming  by  Experience.  Would 
it  not  found  fomewhat  abfurd,  if  any  one 
fhould  fay  to  a  young  Phyfician,  Pray,  Sir, 
don't  Pradife  'till  you  have  Experience  ?  But 
it  is  ftill  more  fo  in  this  Cafe,  becaufc  in 
a  Pradice  that  is  entirely  to  be  laid  afidc^ 
you-  can  neither  have  the  Benefit  of  your 
own,  nor  other  Peoples  Experience. 

As  to  Phyficians  meddling  with  this  Pra¬ 
dice  of  Inoculationy  I  can  only  fay,  it  may 
favour  too  much  of  Novelty  to  be  bigotly 

zealous 
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jcealous  for  it  5  and  too  much  of  a  Faculty- 
Intereft  to  be  fo  violent  againft  it.  Phylicians 
ipannot  ingraft  People  againft  their  own,  or 
their  Parents  Confent  5  and  aPhyfician  would 
be  out  of  his  Duty,  who  Ihould  perfuadc  them 
to  it  contrary  to  their  Inclinations  :  On  the 
other  Hand,  If  a  Perfon,  from  the  Experience 
of  the  Fatality  of  the  Small  jPw  in  gene¬ 
ral,  or  in  his  own  Family  in  particular, 
fhould  refolve  to  ingraft  his  Child,  any 
Phyfician,  who  fhould  diffuade  him  from  it, 
might,  in  a  great  meafure,  be  chargeable 
with  the  fatal  Confequences  of  the  Neg- 
left  of  a  Method,  which  the  Parent  had  pro¬ 
pos'd,  as  the  only  Means  to  fave  his  Child  s 
Life:  And  he  would  be  ftill  as  much  to 
blame,  if  when  the  Parent  had  refolv'd  to 
ingraft  his  Child^  he  Ihould  refufe  to  attend 
him.  It  is  very  common  with  Parents,  not 
only  to  leave  their  Children  in  Houfes  in- 
feded  with  the  Small  but  to  bring 

them  into  the  Room,  where  their  Brethren 
or  Sifters  lye  ill  of  them  5  and  a  Parent  who 
does  fo,  conveys  the  Infedion  to  his  Child 
as  deliberately,  and  according  to  thc  Dodor, 
certainly  more  than  he,  who  orders  him  to  be 
Inoculated.  Would  it  not  then  be  equally, 
impertinent  in  the  Phyfician  to  deny  his  ‘ 
Attendance  in  either  Cafe  > 

I  muft  put  the  Dodor  in  Mind,  that  there 
arc  very  few  of  the  moft  ufcful  Difcovcrics 
in  Phyfick,  that  have  not  been  ftrenuoufly

Oppos’d  by  many  of  the  Faculty  upon  their 
firft  Appearance.  There  is  extajit  a  Decree 
of  the  College  of  Phyficians  at  VariSy  a- 
^gainft  the  Ufe  of  Antimonial  Vomits:  It 
were  ealy  to  aflign  many  Inftances  of  the 
like  Nature. 

As  the^Dodor  is  furpriz’d,  tha,t  an  Ex¬ 
periment  y  practis'd  only  by  a  few  ignorant 
PFomen,  amo7ig ft  an  illitefate  and  unthinking 
^Peopky  jhould  on  a  Suddeuy  and  upon  a  fen¬ 
der  Experience^  fo  far  obtain  in  one  of  the 
^oliteft  Nations  in  the  Worldy  as  to  be  recei  ved 
into  the  Royal  Ralace,  I  hope  he  has’ not 
forgot,  that  the  Pradice  of  Curhig  Inter* 
mitting  Fevers  by  the  Bark,  was  intro¬ 
duc’d  of  a  Sudden,  by  a  barbarous  IndiaUy 
if  not  into  the  Royal  Family,  into  the  Family 
of  a  Viceroy ;  and  thence  tranfmitted  to  us. 

Rage  7.'}  The  Blood  of  the  English  if 
we  fpeak  of  it  as  Nationaly  is  .the  Troduft 
of  the  richeftE)yety  &c.  Ergo,  to  bring ’em 
to  a  fpare  Dyet  before  they  have  the  Small 
RoXy  mull  be  extremely  dangerous  and  hurt¬ 
ful.  This  mull  be  the  Dodor’s  Conclufion  : 
mine,  I  own,  would  be  the  dired  contradi- 
dory.  If  the  Inflammatory  State  of  the  Blood, 
ariling  from  the  Richnefs  of  the  Dyet,  ’makes 
the  SmallRox  in  England  very  mortal  5  That 
Pradice,  which  either  takes  the  Advantage 
of  a  contrary  State  of  the  Blood,  or  by  a 
Spare  Dyet  introduces  it,  mull  be  benefi¬ 
cial.

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Page  8.]  The  fine  ft  y  the  moft  Volatile  y  and 
indeedy  Infenfible  articles  of  the  Animal 
Juices y  are  the  moft  penetratingy  and  conje- 
quently  the  moft  contagious.  And  for  the 
fame  Reafon,  the  moft  noxious :  Does  it 
follow  therefore^  To  convey  the  Infedion 
by  the  grofler  and  fcnfible  Parts,  miift  be  ex¬ 
tremely  unfit  and  dangerous?  I  confefs,  I 
fhould  have  inferrd  the  contrary. 

The  Symptoms  are  more  or  lefts y  and  the 
Tiiftemper  appears  in  a  greater y  or  a  lefts 
T>egreey  according  to  the  State  ojf‘  the  Blood 
at  the  Time  of  Infection,  Therefore  the  Pra- 
ftice  of  Inoculation  is  highly  to  be  encou¬ 
raged,  becaufe  it  either  finds,  or  puts  the 
Blood  into  a  good  State,  before  the  Infe- 
ftion  j  feems  to  be  a  more  natural  Conclii- 
fion,  than  the  contrary  One. 

Page  Ip.]  If  we  could  be  afftufdy  that  the 
T>iftemper  would  not  be  equally  uncertain  by 
Inoculation,  according  to  the  Nature  of  the. 
InjeHed  Mattery  or  the  Hifpofition  of  the 
Fluids y  in  the  Berfon  who  receives  it  s  fe 
that  it  would  conftantly  prove  of  the  mild- 
eft  Kindy  Inoculation  no  doubt y  be 

a  very  rational  and  ufeful  Br alike.  The 
Dodor  furely  will  not  affirm,  that  a  Perfon- 
Inoculated  is  equally  uncertain  of  the  Cir- 
cumftances  mention'd,  with  one  who  catch¬ 
es  the  Small  Box  by  the  common  Way  of 
Infedion.  Firfty  He  may  be  aflufd,  if  the 
Inoculation  takes  Place,  of  the  Time  when 

he 
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he  (hall  have  the  Small  pox.  Secondly^  That- 
hc  has  not  the  Infedion  by  the  infenfible 
Patticles,  which  the  Doftor  owns  to  be  th^ 
moft  contagious  5  or  which  is  near  the  fame 
Thing,  convey  the  Contagion  the  ftrongeft. 
thirdly j  He  may  be  as  fure,  as  his  Operator 
is  careful,  that  he  is  infedied  by  a  favour¬ 
able  Kind.  And,  Fourthly y  He  may  be  much 
more  fure  of  the  Difpofition  of  his  Fluids, 
than  a  Perfon  who  catches  them  by  Chance, 
after  a  Surfeit,  or  a  Debauch :  And  after  all 
this,  he  may  be  allur’d,  if  he  has  not  abib- 
lute  Certainty,  (which,  I  believe,  one  ha? 
hardly  in  Blood-letting)  that  he  has  a  much 
greater  Probability  to  efcape,  which  is  fulfi- 
cient  Ground  for  human  Prudence  to  a^ 
upon :  If  the  Dodor  will  deny  thofe  Things, 
I  think  it  is  Folly  to  reafon  upon  this  Sub- 
jed  any  longer :  And  if,  as  the  Dodor  fays. 
Inoculation  may  be  a  more  uncertain  la¬ 
thed  to  give  the  Contagion y  than  that  which 
Nature  has  purfddy  it  may  be,  notwitli^ 
ftanding  that,  much  more  fafe. 

Page  ii.J  The  very  Choice  that  is  made 
of  a  thick  purulent  Mattery  to  intermix  imr- 
mediately  with- the  Bloody  feems  a  little  re^ 
pugnant  to  our  ReafoUy  Jince  we  knoWy  that 
the  T articles  have  fuch  a  different  Contex- 
turey  and  ftxfh  different  Towers  to  AttraH-. 
It  may  proceed  from  my  Ignorance,  or  Dul* 
nefs,  but,  I'eonfcfs,  I  do  not  eafily  appr^ 
hciid  the  Meaning  of  this  Sentence  :  Whe- 
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thcr  by  the  Particles  he  meam  th6  Parti¬ 
cles  of  purulent  Matter,  or  the  Particles  of 
Blood  i  or  whether  the  Particles  of  purulent 

Matter  have  different  attraftive  Powers,  from

thofe  of  the  Blood,  is  not  obvious  from  the 
Conftrudion  of  the  Sentence.  I  chufe  ra* 
ther  to  underhand  him  in  the  laft  Senfe,  be- 
caufehe  has  afterwards  very  fagacioufly  dif- 
cover'd.  That  the  blended  T  articles  of  Blood 
with  Bloody  may^  in  allReafony  be  thought 
more  likely  to  unite^  and  lefs  liable  to  raifi 
Commotions,  But  it  happem  unluckily  in  the 
Cafe  of  Inoculation^  thelDefign  is  to  raife  a 
Commotion*^  and  the  purulent  Matter,  for 
theReafon  mention'd  by  him,  is  litteft  for 
that  Purpofcj  And  his  Obfervation,  that/«r- 
png  Medicines  injected  into  the  Blood  will 
Turge^  does  not  prove,  that  the  Bus  of  the 
Small  BoXy  mix'd  with  the  Blood,  may  not 
raife  the  Small  Box.  What  he  fays  in  this 
Paragraph,  as  likewife  in  the  following,  con¬ 
cerning  the  Experiment  of  the  Mangey  T)og^ 
proves,  that  Bus  is  a  more  proper  Vehicle 
to  convey  Infedion  than  Blood ;  I  cannot 
find  any  more  in  it. 

Page  1 3 .]  It  never  came  into  the  Heads 
of  the  Praditioners  above-mention'd  to  raife 
Difiempers  by  Art  in  a  human  Body.  Then 
I  will  be  bold  to  fay,  it  never  came  into 
their  Heads  to  pradife  Phyfick  5  which,  con- 
fider'd  in  a  true  Light,  is  founded  upon  that 
fingle  Principle  of  Ciuing  Naturaly  by  raif. 
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iiig  Artificial  T)ifieafies.  What  is  Bleeding^ 
but  an  artificial  Haemorrhagy  ;  Purging,  but 
railing  an  artificial  Diarrhoea  >  Does  the  Vo¬ 
miting  produc’d  by  a  Surfeit,>nd  that  pro¬ 
cur’d  by  a  Medicine  differ  fo  much,  as  that 
the  One  muff  be  call’d  a  Difeafc,  and  thd  O- 
thcr  not  ?  Are  notBlifters,  Ifl'ucs,  and  Setons’ 
artificial  Impofthumations  ?  I  hope  he  has 
not  forgot  the  to'  Trip  ttoi^v  of  his  great  Ma¬ 
iler  Hippocrates.  The  Wounds  and  Ampu¬ 
tations  of  Surgq^s,  differ  only  from  acci¬ 
dental  Ones,  by  Manner  and  Intention  5 
Morbus  ejl  Hie  cohorts  flatus  qui  funStiones 
Animales  ladit :  And  it  may  be  likewife 
obferv’d,  that  Phylicians  produce  thofe  Di- 
feafes  in  their  Patients  often  by  Way  of 
Prevention  as  well  as  Ourej  ahd^in  this 
they  do  nothing  but  imitate  Nature,  which 
often  attempts  the  Cure  of  one  Difeafe  by 
another. 

Page  14.]  His  next  Argument  is  taken 
from  the  fatal  Confequences  of  this  very 
Matter  it  felf  returning  into  the  Bloody  in 
the  very  Height  of  the  Small  Pox,  where 
there  feldom  is  a  full  and  fufficient  ^ifeharge 
by  the  Skin,  &c.  One  would  imagine,  that 
the  natural  Inference  from  this,  would  be 
to  the  Advantage  of  Inoculation  5  For  if 
there  are  terrible  Symptoms,  which  arife 
from  Want  of  a  fufficient  Difcharge  of  the' 
purulent  Matter  in  the  Small  Box  5  Inocu- 
lationy  which  provides  for  fuch  a  Difcharge, 
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By  artificial  Out-lets,  muft  needs  be  ufeful  i 
and  feems  more  proper  than  the  Blifl:ers» 
which  the  Phyficians  apply  on  that  Occa- 
fipn.  As  to  the  fatal  Confequences  arijing  for 
Want  of  a fufficient  T)ifcharge  upon  the  Skin^ 

I  am  afeaid  the  Cafe  is  quite  different  from' 
what  the  Dodor  reprefents  j  for  the  more 
Matter  is  difeharg'd  upon  the  Skin,  the  more 
is  often  return’d  into.the  Blood  5  witnefs  the 
confluent  Kind  of  Small  where  the  Dit 
charge  upon  the  Skin,  as  well  as  the  Symp¬ 
toms  arifing  from  the  Re(|(irn  of  the  Mat¬ 
ter  into  the  Blood,  are  d30th  the  greateft ;  * 
And  I  believe  it  \yill  be  found,  the  lefs  the 
Difchargc  upon  the  Skin,  the  lefs  will  be 
the  Danger  from  thefe  Symptoms.  ThePo- 
dor  fays.  That  one  may  always  obferve  in 
this  artificial  Method  {even  where  the  T)i^ 
flemper  is  the  fairejl  and  mofl  kindly')  that 
the  Tttflules  fcarce  ever  plump  up  to  that^ 
T)egree^  or  contain  fo  laudable  a  Matter^  as 
they  do  in  the  natural  Sort,  Here  is  an  odd 
Jumble  of  the  Words  always y,  fcarce  ever : 
Suppofc  icsi fcarce  ever  owe ^wifeldomy  then, 
the  Sentence  runs  thus  5  One  may  always 
obferve  the  Tuftules  feldom  plump  upy  fl^c.. 
What  happens  but  feldom,  happens  fome-, 
timqs  5  and  to  obferve  always  That  not  to 
happen,  which  happens  fometimes,  is  odd, 
or  oddly  exprefs’d.  I  would  be  glad  to  know 
how  many  Cafes  the  Dodor  has  obferv’d, 
to  frame  this  fo  general  a  Propofition  upon?'

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of  the  contrary  of  which,  Hundreds  of  Peif-* 
Ions  about  this  Town,  who  know  the  DU 
feafe  pcrfcftly,  have  been  Eye-Witnefles. 

Page  1 6.]  TheDoftor  forefees  fomc  Incon¬ 
venience  that  muft  happen,  from  thofeo;^ 
cid  Particles  intermixing  with  the  Blood, 
without  undergoing  the  common  Alterations 
of  Aliment.  But  they  have  that  in  common 
with  the  Volatile  and  moft  Infenfible  parti¬ 
cles.  But  then  they  are ‘Uz/f/V/,  and  therefore, 
(according  to  the^  Dodor's  Reafoning)  don't 
convey  the  Infedfcn  fo  ftrong :  But  they  oc- 
cafim  great  T)iforders  5  Not  fo  great  as  the 
Infenfible  and  Volatile  Particles.  At  laR^ 
they  break  through  the  Glands  of  the  Skin : 
If  only  the  fmall  (^antity  of  purulent  Mat-* 
ter,  that  mixes  wim  the  Blood,  break  thro'" 
the  Pores  of  the  Skin,  the  Eruption,  indeed, 
would  be  very  finall  5  But  to  caule  an  Erup¬ 
tion,  is  the  very  Intention  of  the  Operation  5^ 
the  Small  Pox  cannot  be  produc'd  without 
it:  And  if  the  Dodorftill  infifts,  that  it  is 
only  like  the  Small  Pox  $  all  I  can  fay  is.  If 
he  had  been  pleas'd  to  attend  Multitudes  of 
Cafes  of  Inoculated  PerfonSy  here  and  elfe- 
where  in  Englandy  fince  this  Pradice  began, 
he  muft  have  been  convinc'd,  that  the  Erup¬ 
tions,  produc'd  by  Inoculation,  arc  the  Ge¬ 
nuine  Small  Pox,  If  his  Arguments  lo  far 
prevail,  as  to  hinder  any  future  Inoculation, 
he  muft  for  ever  continue  in  his  Miftake  5  If 
the  Patient  recovers,  then  it  was  only  fomc- 
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thing  like  the  Small  T^ox  5  If  any  one  dies, 
then  to  be  fure  it  was  the  Small  Tox  catch'd 
by  Inoculation^  and  of  the  worfl:  Sort.  In 
this  Paragraph  it  is  no  Small  Tax  5  by  arid 
by,  it  is  a  Small  I^ox  fo  bad,  that  it  is  capa¬ 
ble  of  ^reading  the  Small  Pox  through  a 
whole  City  5  and  an  artificial  Way  of  depo¬ 
pulating  a  whole  Country.  This  Way  of  Ar¬ 
guing  is  a  very  plain  Proof  of  the  ftrong  Pre¬ 
judices  the  Doftor  lyes  under  5  and  that  as  he 
has  taken  up  his  Opinion  early,  he  isrefolv'd 
to  defend  it  obftinately. 

Page  20.3  The  Inoculators  are  charg'd  with 
AHing  like  Empirics^  becaufe  they  are  not 
afeertain'd  of  the  different  Hofesfor  Chil¬ 
dren  and  Adults.  There  does  not  feem  to 
be  any  great  Matter  in  this  Nicety,  by  Ex¬ 
perience,  as  it  Hands  hitherto  5  a  fmall  (^an- 
tity  will  communicate  Small  "E ox y  and 
a  greater  has  been  found  not  to  do  hurt  in  a- 
ny  one  Inftancc.  If  the  Inoculation  is  per^ 
form'd  by  Incifion,  the  different  Apertures 
will  anfwcr  that  Intention  :  However,  there 
is  a  great  Difference  between  recommending 
Caution,  and  forbidding  thePradice  It  is 
ftill  more  ftrange  to  forbid  the  Praftice,  'till 
that  is  determin'd,  which  can  only  be  found 
out  by  Pradice.  According  to  this  Princi¬ 
ple,  it  had  been  impollible  ever  to  have 
found  out  any  Thing  in  Medicine  j  for  he 
that  gave  the  firft  Dofe  of  a  Vomiting,  or 
Purging  Medicine,  or  of  any  other,  could 

C  2  never 
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never  be  fare  of  the  proper  Dofe;  nayfar^ 
Vher,  according  to  this  Dodrine,  it  is  impof- 
fible  to  give  any  Body  their  firft  Dofe  of  any 
Medicine :  For  who  can  tell  what  is  the  pro¬ 
per  Dofe  for  any  particular  Perfon,  there  be¬ 
ing  often  Singularities  in  every  one's  Conlli- 
tution.^  In  all  thefe  Matters,  Mankind  ge¬ 
nerally  govern  thetnfelvesby  common  Senfe, 
and  ftrong  Probabilities  j  there  being  no  ab- 
folute  Certainty  in  any  human  Affairs.  ' 
Page  25.]  The  Dodor  returns' to  his  for¬ 
mer  Point,  that  it  is  not  the  Genuine  Small 
Pox,  andconfequently  no  Security  againjl  that 
^ifeafe.  The  Matters  of  FadrI  will  anfwer 
by  themfelves  5  all  I  fhall  fay  at  prefeht  is, 
fthat  if  the  Symptoms  of  the  Ingrafted  Small 
Tox  are  more  mild,  than  thofe  of  the  natu¬ 
ral  Sort,  I  hope  the  Dodor  will  not  bring 
’that  as  ‘an  Objedion  againft  the  Pradice.  I 
believe  the  Patient,  in  this  Cafe,  has  juft  as 
great  Certainty  for  not  having  the  Small  Vox 
sgain,  as  any  other  Perfon  who  has  had  them  -; 
^which  is  no  abfoluteone.  Thofe  who  afre  lii- 
feded.by  any  Method,  I  believe,- are  much 
in  the  fame  Condition,  as  to  their  Security 
from  the  Difeafe  for  the  future  5  for  which, 
J  will  give  the  Dodor  this  one  plain  Proof, 
which  isfufficient  to  eftablifh  a  moral  Cer- 
.tainty.  This  Pradice  of  Inoculation  has  been 
continu'd  for  many  Years  in  feveralCountricsi 
if  tlie  Inoculated  had  been  fubjed  to  catch 
the  Small  Vox  a  fecond  Time,  fomething 
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of  this  Kind  muft  have  happen'd  ;  and  a  very 
few  Inftances  of  this,  muft  have  put  an  End 
to  the  whole  Praftice :  Fol^an  any  one  ima¬ 
gine,  that  People  in  their  Senfes  would  have 
continu'd  a  troublefome  Experiment,  which 
was  not  effedual  for  the  Purpofe  for  which 
it  was  defign'd  >  I  will  take  the  iFreedom  to 
fay,  that  this  fingle  Reflexion  is  a  ftronger 
Proof  of  this  Point,  |&an  all  the  Dodor^s 
Doubts  and  Suggeftiotls,  who  knows  nothing 
to  the  contrary  5  as  I  (hall  fliew  by  atid 
by.  May  it  not  at  leaft  be  advifeable  to  al¬ 
low  a  Truce  in  the  Difpute,  'till  an  uncon- 
tefted  Cafe  of  that  Kind  happens  ? 

Page  28.]  But,  Innoculation  does  not  al¬ 
ways  take  Tlace  and  produce  the  T)ifeafe : 
is  Therefore  the  Practice  to  be  left  off?  There 
arc  fome  Pcrfons,  who  by  a  Speciality  of 
their  Conftitutions,  feem  hardly  fufceptiblc 
of  the  Diftemper  j  and  others,  who  have  had 
the  Difeafe,  but  it  has  been  miftaken,  or 
forgot.  They  go  farther  in  Turky^  and  af^ 
firm,  that  the  very  running  Sores  are  a  Secu¬ 
rity  againft  t\\t  Small  7 ox.  There  may  be> 
indeed,  a  ftrong  Prefumption,  that  Perfojns, 
who  have  had  fo  fevere  aTryal  Inocula¬ 
tion^  may  not  be  fufceptible  of  the  Diftemper. 
Belides, there  are  fevcral  Incidents  in  perform¬ 
ing  the  Operation, which  may  not  be  carefully 
attended  to  5  if  the  Patient  has  not  the 
Small  ToXj  there  is  little  Hurt  done.  There 
are  fome,  whom  a  very  ftrong  Dofc  of  Phy- 
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f\^  will  not  purge :  What  then  ^  muft  wp. 
aever  afterwards  give  a  Purge  > 

If  the  Dodor's  Aphorifm^  laid  down, 

36,  That  zn  Experiment,  to  make  it  ufe^^ 
always  muji  be  nearly  uniform  ;  there  mull 
be  no  fuch  Thing  as  the  Pradice  of  Phyfick  j; 
pilefs  by  the  Word  nearly  he  allows  a  very 
jgreat  Latitude^  ^ 

I  cannot  allo^^fc^  a  folid  Argument 
gainfl:  InoculationjW^thc  French  Ita¬ 
lians  have  not  begun  it  no  more,  than  that 
the  Houfe  of  Bourbon  has  never  been  Ino¬ 
culated.  Were  die  Dodor's  Letter  publifh'd 
in  Italian  too,  ^  it  is  in  very  elegant  French ^ 
both  Nations,  to  be  furc,  w^l  be  fufficiendy 
frighten'd  from  ever  attempting  thisPradice  : 
And  to  make  the  Antidote  ftill  more  univcf- 
fal,  let  us  have  it  in  Sclavonic  and  High^^ 
IDutchy  Welph  and  Irifo  alfo. 

W^at  the  Dodor  fays,  F^age  44,  of  the^ 
^Jltteriiion  that  is  to  be  given  to  the  na¬ 
tural  Weaknejfes  of  the  Conjlitutions  of  the 
Verfons  Inoculated,  is  a  very  proper  Cau¬ 
tion  i  and  perhaps  Mifearriages,  if  any  fuch 
there  be,  may  be  owing  to  the  Ncglcd  of 
it.  But,  as  I  hinted  before,  if  the  Icaft  ill 
SucccA,  even  in  the  moft  innocent  Branch¬ 
es  of  the  Pradice  of  Phyfick,  arifing  from 
(Want  of  Care,  or  Skill,  fliould  be  a  per¬ 
petual  Bar  to  the  Repitition  of  them.  Peo¬ 
ple  muft  leave  off  to  Purge,  Vomit,  Bleed, 
Or  eyen  to  cut  Corns,  of  which  Operation

Page  45.3  But  it  is  fojjibky  and  even po^ 
bable^  the  Matter  of  the  Small  Pox  may 
communicate  the  ^ifeafes  of  the  People 
from  which  it  is  taken.  This  is  hard  I  The 
Dodor  will  fcarcely  allow,  that  the  Matter  of 
the  Small  Tox  will  communicate  the  Small 
7 ox  5  but  it  is  probable^  that  it  will  commu* 
nicatc  any  othai^ifeajfe.  §iue  vive  Thomas 
Diaphoinus,  il  n'a  Jamais  ete  vaincu  en  dif 
pute  !  How  are  we  fare,  that  the  Aliment, 
or  Drugs,  both  for  External  and  Internal  U* 
ies,  don't  communicate  the  Difeafes  s  nay, 
the  very  natural  Qualities  of  thofe  Animals 
from  which  they  are  taken  >  I  think,  indeed, 
the  Eleftipn  of  wholfome  Subjeds  to  Ino- 
tuldte  fromy  is  a  proper  Caution  j  but  the 
Dodor  demands  abfolute  Certainty,  which 
cannot  be  found  in  any  human  Affair,  and 
lefs  ftill  in  any  Medical  or  Chyrurgical  Pra^ 
ftice.  Mankind  in  all  thofe  Matters  govern 
themfelves  by  the  ftrongeft Probabilities;  and 
that  thefc  are  on  the  Side  of  Inoculation^  I 
lhall  plainly  demonftrate. 

Page  51.]  The  Dodor's  Argument  from 
the  jarring  Opinions  of  the  Innoculators  %  if 
all  he  fays  were  true,  is  juft  asftrongagainft 
the  Practice  of  Phyfick  in  General :  For  if 
no  Body  was  to  take  any  Medicine  ’till  T)o- 
fiors  ceafe  to,  differ y  I  believe  the  Faculty 
would  ftarve :  May  we  not  with  more  Truth 

affirm. 
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Affirm, .  that  the  Anti4noculators  (a  Word 
more  fonorous,  and  longer  by  two  Syllables 
than  that  of  Inoculators)  are  as  inconfiftent 
and  changeable  in  their  Opinions  ?  One 
while  they  afferted,  that  it  was  impoffible  to 
give  the  Small  Tox  by  this  Method  5  when 
Experience  had  convinc’d  them,  fome  of ’em 
at  leaft,  of  the  Untenablenefs  of  this  Do- 
ftrinci  then  they  allow’d,  if  it  prov’d  mor:- 
tal,  that  it  wzsxhc  Small  Vox  ifthey  efca- 
ped,  to  be  fufe  they  would  have  them  again  ^ 
If  it  Was  a  favourable  Sort,  then  there  was 
fome  inveterate  Dillemper  tranfplahted  with 
it  i  If  any  Boils  or  Impofthumations  appear’e^ 
at  the  going  off  of  the  "Difeaje,  thofe"  w6re 
the  Effeft  of  the  Inoculation^  not  the  Con- 
fequence  of  the  Small  T ox  in  General,  or 
of  the  Conftitution  of  the  Patient.  Thefe 
are  certainly,  not  the  Reafonings  of  inge¬ 
nious  and  inquifitive  Philofophers,  but  the

I  arifwer,  if  it  be  true,  that  the'  Generality 
pf  Mankind  have  the  Small  Vox  y  they 
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re  rare  in  feme  Years,  they  rriuftbe  rife  in 
thers;  bccaufe  a  new  Stock  of  Subjefls 
ifceptiblc  of  the  Diftemper  is  produc’d  j  and 
le  Operation  of  this  Diftemper  upon  the 
lafs  of  Mankind  in  any  particular  Place,  is 
early  uniform.  •  When  this' general  Run  df 
le  Small  T ox  happens ;  I  take  it  to  be  indif- 
rrent  to  the  Mafs  of  -the  Inhabitants  of  any 
lace  in  general,  except  in  this  one  particu- 
ir,  that  when  the  Difeafe  is  produc  d  by  a 
ad  Conftitution  of  Air,  as  it  is  moft  Epide- 
lical,  fo  it  is  then  moft  mortal.  Now  if 
lis  Diftemper  fhould  happen  to  be  propaga- 
:d  by  an  artificial  Method  in  a  favourable 
eafon,  would  not  this  be  rather  an  Advan- 
ige  to  Mankind  than  otherwife  ?  For  exam- 
Ic,  The  Doaor  allcdgeth  that  hardly  one 
fa  hundred  hath  dy’d  of,  the.  natural  Sort 
Iris  Ycati"  would  it  not  tjicn  have. been 
ii"hly  profitable  to  Mankind,  that  a  general 
flirt  of  the  StnallV ox  had  happen  d  in  fb  fa- 
mirablc  a  Scafpn ;  and  this  would  ftift  ope- 
ate  more  ftrongly  'for  the  Benefit  of  Man- 
dnd,  if  not  oiily  the  Seafon,  but  the  Method 
>f  Propagation  had  ten  to  6ne  of  odds  of 
•roducinc  a  mild  Sort,  So  that  this  Argu- 
nent  of  f he  Doaor’s  has  the  Misfortune,' 
vith  a  great  many  of  the  reft,  to  prove  the 
Zlontradiaory  of  his  Conclufioh :  But  with- 
jut  taking  the  Advantage  of  the  Doaor  s 
tardy  Aflertion,  that  hardly  one  of  a  hun-

Ticans  it  only  of  Children,  it  is  a  ftrong  Argu- 
nent  for  Inoculationy  becaufe  it  allows  that 
:o  be  a  favourable  Age. 

By  the  Bills  of  Mortality  of  Brejlaw  it  ap¬ 
pears,  that  the  Mafs  of  Mankind  lofe  above 
1$  per  Centy  before  they  are  a  Year  old  5  that 
is,  of  a  100  that  are  born,  more  than  25  die 
:hatfirft  Year :  I  may  fay  with  great  Proba¬ 
bility  that  not  \  of  thofe  have  the  Small  BaX 
It  all  5  but  die  of  other  TDifeafes ;  and  that 
in  the  Account,  as  it  Hands  before  us  8  of  9 
y{  Infants  may  be  reckon'd  neither  Subjeds 
Df  the  T^iJlempeVy  nor  of  this  Pradice,  but 
IS  it  wcrzmn-Entities.  Therefore  out  of 
the  22000  People,  the  yearly  Recruits  of 
London  abovemention'd,  fubftra(3:ing  4000, 
there  remains  18000,  of  which  yearly  there 
died  above  1800  of  the  Small  B ox i  that  is, 
jfo :  So  that  the  Small  Box  may  be  reckon'd 
fo  cut  off  r?  of  Mankind  above  the  Age  of 
pne  Year.  I  wifh  the  World  is  not  malicious 
enough  to  fay,  that  Phylicians  (like  the 
Clergy)  arenow  ftrugling  for  their  Tenths.

of  fo  dies  of  it  5  If  one  half,  then  i  out  of  5,

'Vox  once  in  their  Life,  then  of  them  2  out 
of  1 5  die ;  If  then  3  out  of  25,  which  have 
thcfDiJiempery  die  of  it.  According  to  D.Net- 
tleton'^  Calculation  5  out  of  1245  who  had 
the  natural  Small  Vox  in  fome  Neighbour¬ 
ing  Towns  in  Torkfhire  there  died  270, which 
is  about  22  out  of  a  hundred.  As  to  the  pru¬ 
dential  Part  of  Inoculation^  it  is  all  one  whe¬ 
ther  a  greater  or  Icilcr Number  have  thcSmall 
Vox  i  for  the  Chance  of  not  dying  by  the 
Small  Vox  the  natural  Way,  is  made  up  of 
the  Chance^ of  efcaping  xhcDiJlempery  and 
that  of  efcaping  in  x\\cV>yiemper.  If  ^  of  Man¬ 
kind  have  the  V)iJlejnpery  it  is  I  of  5  or  rV: 
If  4  of  Mankind  have  x\\cV)iJlemperj  then  it 
is  4  X  r  f  or  A-  or  tV  &c.  Still  all  Mankind 
muft  be  confiderd  with  the  Seeds  of  a  Dif- 
temper  within  them,  which  has  the  Chance 
of  I  to  9  to  cut  them  off.  Then  furely  they 
.don't  merjt  fuch  hard  Names,  of  Homicides 
and  Spreaders  of  Infe£iiony  who  do  but  at¬ 
tempt  to  leffen  the  Dread  and  Danger  of  this 
terrible  Peftilence. 

By  the  Accounts  of  the  Inoculation  vsxEng- 
land  and  the  VlantationSy  tho'  it  is  an  early 
Pradice,  and  has  not  been  managU  with  due 
Care  and  C  ircumfpedion  5  out  of  about  5  00 
on  whom  it  has  been  perfornVd,  the  Enemies 

of 
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of  the  Pfaftice  have  not  produc’d  the  Names 
of  above  3  Perfons  that  have  died  5  allowing 
their  Deaths  chargeable  on  this  Pradicc, 
which  I  believe  is  not  in  Fad  true:  APra-** 
dice  which  brings  the  Mortality  of  the  Small 
^ox  from  one  in  ten  to  one  in  a  hundred,  if 
it  obtain’d  univerfally  would  fave  to  the  Ci¬ 
ty  of  London  at  leaft  1 5  00  People  yearly ; 
and  the  fame  Odds  wou’d  be  a  fufficient  pru¬ 
dential  Motive  to  any  private  Perfon  to  pro¬ 
ceed  upon,  abftrading  from  the  more  occult 
and  abflxufe  Caufes  which  feem  to  favour 
this  Operation.  It  is  a  felf  evident  Propofi- 
tion,  that  a  Perfon  who  receives  the  Infe- 
dion  by  Inoculation  y  has  a  much  fairer 
Chance  for  his  Life,  than  he  who  takes  it 
the  natural  Way  5  unlefs  it  can  be  affirmed, 
that  the  having  theEledion  of  all  the  Cir- 
comftances  of  the  Difeafe,  is  of  no  manner 
of  Advantage.'  For  Example,  it  muft  be  of 
fome  Benefit,  to  know  that  one  is  to  have 
the  Diilemper  nine  or  ten  Dayes  before  it 
comes  $  rather  than  to  be  furpris’d,.  or  per¬ 
haps  miftakenin  it.  To  have'  it  at  an  Age 
when  it  is  not  fo  mortal :  To  take  it  when 
the  Body  is  in  a  temperate  and  cool  State,  ra¬ 
ther  than  in  a  contrary  one :  When  the  Con*- 
ftitution  of  the  Air  is  favourable,  rather  than 
malignant :  After  a  cool  Dyet  and  other  due 
Preparations,  rather  than  after  a  Surfeit  or  a 
drunken  Bout.  For  if  the  principal  Strokes 
toynxds  the  Cure,  are  in  the  Regimen,  in  the 

Begin- 
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Beginnings  of  a  Diftemperj  it  muft  be  ftiH 
more  fo,  in  a  Regimen  before  it  begins*  K* 
the  Dpdor  will  deny  thefe  Truths^  I  havo 
’done.  But  if  the  having  all  the  Circumftan-^ 
CCS  abovemention'd  in  one's  Power  be  of 
ibme  Advantage,  then  the  ^ra6tice  cf  Ino-^' 
culatiqn  cannot  be  hurtfull  but  beneficial  to 
Mankind  in  general ;  Then  why  muft  an  Ex¬ 
periment  already  pradis'd  with  Succefs  in  an¬ 
other  Country,  that  bids  fair  to  fave  the 
Lives  of  Multitudes,  be  entirely  laid  afidc 
and  crufhM  in  the  Bud  >  Cannot  the  learned 
Phyficians,  who  fo  zealoufly  oppofe  it,  have 
a  little  Patience,  and  Time  will  clear  up  ma¬ 
ny  Things  in  it,  which  perhaps  may  be  now 
doubtful  ?  Therefore  fince  this  Pradice  can-^ 
not  be  hurtful  but  beneficial  to  Mankind  ini 
general,  it  ought  not  to  be  difeouraged. 

As  to  the  Inconfiftencies  and  Miftakes,  thp 
Dodor  is  pleas’d  to'charge  me  withall :  I  (hall 
always  be  fo  ingenuous  as  to  own  fuch,  aa 
my  Inadvertency  or  Want  of  .Experience 
have  fubjeded  me  to.  What  I  wrote  was  ac-i 
cording  to  the  beft  Information  or  Expe-^ 
rience  I  had  at  that  Time.  General  Propo- 
fit  ions,  in  pradical  Matters,  are  not  to  be 
underftood  in  the  Stridneft  of  a  Logied  U- 
niverfality.  The  Symptoms  from  wh'^  I 
cxeni^ted  the  Inoculated  are  to 

be  underftopd  in  a  Comparative  Sen^  with 
regard  to  thofc  of  the  natural  Sort  f  the 
JVprd  iffhal  will  juftify  ^  Meaning,,  in 

yhich 
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which  any  Reader,  not  quite  Captious,  win 
imerpiret  them;  If  with  all  thefe  Reftridions 
ibe  favourably  underftood,  I  beg  Par- 
i^d  as  I  faid  before,  I  fhall  be  always 
wijlii^  to  recant  any  Miflake.  But  as  on  the 
one  hand,  I  ftudy  to  keep  myfelf  free  from 
Prejudices,  fo  as  to  be  fufceptible  of  any  fu¬ 
ture  Convidion,  whkh  may  arife  frbm  Ex¬ 
perience  ;  fo  I  wou'd  not  fubmit  a  Point  ah 
ready  eftablilh'd,  to  the  filly  Cavils  of  thofc 
who  have  none. 

I  am  hire,  I  am  not  iniftaken  in  the 
Account  of  the  Jmeulation  at  Newgate  % 
but  the  Doftor  is.  J  referr  the  Reader 
to  my  printed  •  yournal ;  witereby  it  ap¬ 
pears,  that  the  Operation  was  fairly  and 
equally  performed  on  all :  And  I  can  with 
great  Truth,  declare,  that  J  had  no  Intention 
to  make  any  Difference  in  the  Incifions  >  nor 
Was  there,  indeed,' any  made.  Tbe  Dodor 
not  having  feen  Evam^  the  Man  who  had 
had  the  SmullTox  before,  till  next  Day, when 
they  were  partly  heafd,  this  might  occa- 
fion  his  Miftake.  Nor  was  the  Matter  taken 
from  a  violent  Flux-kind,  but  from  a  full 
diftinft  Coherent  kind,  and  at  the  proper 
Time.  Mrs,  Tmpions  Boil  (  as  he  call's  it ) 
on  her  Arm  3  was  not  the  fame  from  the  firft 
Daiy  ofthe  Eruption  5  nor  the  only  one  fhc 
had :  But  was  a  fair,  regular  Puftuie  of  the 
Smalls  ox -i  of  which  alio  Ihehad  others,  if 
he  had  been  pleas'd  to  c^caminc.  Alcpck^,

wht>  had  the  Goal^T)iJlemperj  had  alfo  66 
Puftulcs,  at  lead,  of  the  Genuine  Small  TPox 
with  a  gentle  Fever  before  the  Eruption. 
As  to  all  of  them,  having  had  but  few  Erup¬ 
tions  5  1  hopej  that  is  no  Objcftion  againft 
the  Praftice.  And  as  to  the  Time  and  Man¬ 
ner  of  their  Puftules  going  off;  they  were 
much  the  fame,  as  in  the  gentler  Sort  of 
Small  Vox  :  Only  ihxi  Alcock  opening  his 
with  a  Pin,  made  them  fall  off  fooner.  The 
Dodor  might  have  taken  Notice,  that 
Harr  if  on  y  who  had  them  as  gently,  at  lead, 
as  any  of  them ;  has  been  employ'd  Itnce  in 
Nurfing  above  20  People  in  the  Small  V ox y 
and  never  has  catch'd  them :  Which  any  im¬ 
partial  Perfon  will  judge  to  be  a  betterTrodf 
of  the  Genuinnefs  of  the  Didemper,  than  all 
his  Obfervations  can  evince  to  the  contrary. 

As  to  Mr.  H - Cafe,  it  is  true.  But 

the  Inference  is  only,  that  there  was  one  Per¬ 
fon,  on  whom  the  Inoculation  did  not  take 
place.  1  hope  the  Dodor  has  not  forgot  that 
he  own'd  tome  that  Viz,  Coifs  Children  had 
the  true  Small  Vox }  tho'  their  Cafe  differ'd 
in  nothings  from  thofe  in  Newgate  j  but  in 
the  Degrees  of  the  Didempet. 

As  to  the  Experiment  in  St.  Thomases  Hof 
pitaly  after-  two  vadly  large  Incifions ,  and 
an  immoderate  Quantity  of  the  Matter  ap- 
play'd ;  three  Days  and  Nights  Confinement 
of  the  Patient  to  his  Bed,  without 'opening 
his  Bandage;,^a  warm  Regimen,  in  ahotSea* 

^  fon>» 
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fon ;  I  vifitcd  him,  (to  know  the  Truth  dt 
thcNoife  that  was  made)  on  the  lixthDav 
after  the  Operatio;i,  and  faw  no  Eruptions, 
nor  had  he  any ;  nor  were  his  Incilions  di- 
gefted :  I  took  the  Freedom  to  ask  Dodior 
fVadpworth  then  prefent,  whether  the  Sores 
( pointing  at  them )  were  like  thofe  he  faw 
at  Newgate  ?  And  he  fairly  own'd,  he  cou  d 
not  fay  they  were.  I  again  faw  this  Patient 
a  Week  after,  but  ftill  no  Eruption  5  If  any 
Eruptions  happen'd  between  thefe  Times, 
they  could  not  be  the  Small  7 ox :  And  I  be¬ 
lieve,  none  who  faw  and  attended  both  Ex- 
pcrimeitts,  edn  truly  fay,’  they  were  like  thofe 
in  Newgate, 

I  own  that  it  feem'd  probable  that  the  Ex 
Perfons  in  Mr.  Batfs  Family  might  have 
catch'd  the  SmallBox  of  the  Girl  that  was' 
Inoculated \  but  it  is  well  known  that  the 
SmallBox  -^ere  rife  not  only  at  Hertfordy 
but  in  feveral  Villages  round  it,  many 
Months  before  any  Perfon  Inoculated 
there :  Witnefs  Mr.  Dobds  Floufe  in  ChriJIs, 
Buildings ,  where  he  himfelf  died 
of  the  worft  Sort  with  Purples;  and  his 
Children  had  it.  Some  other  Families  there, 
and  particularly  Mrs.  Mdfs^s,  where  the  a- 
bovc-named  Elizabeth  Harrifony  Inoculated 
in  NewgatCy  attended  feveral  Perfons  under 
itj^  to  prove  whether  Ihe  would  catch  the  Di- 
ftemper  by  Infedion ;  Both  Latin  Boarding-^ 
Schools  i  Mr.  Stoufs  and  Ms.  Loyds  Fami- 

E  lies^ 
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lies  y  Mr.  Jokn  T)imfdale*^  Coachman  and 
his  Wife  5  and  Mr.  Santoori^  Maid-Servantj 
who  was  brought  to  the  fame  Houfe,  and 
died  of  the  ConP  uent  kind  of  the  Small  ^ox ; 
I  took  Matter  from  the  faid  Coachman  to 
Inoculate  Mr.  Batfs  Daughter  in  the  Coun¬ 
try  Farm  Houfe,  the  Ingrafted  in  that 
Country.  After  this  I  took  Matter  alfo  from 
Mr.  Stoufs  Maid-Servant  to  Inoculate  Mrs 
Heatld^  two  Sons  5  which  were  all  I  Inocu¬ 
lated  in  that  Town.  Befides  all  thefe  there 
were  a  great  many  more,  whofe  Names  I 
cannot  at  prefent  call  to  mind  both  in  Town 
and  Country  about  it,  who  had  the  Small 
BoXy  and  feveral  died  of  it,  the  Summer  be¬ 
fore  1  began  this  Practice  :  Thefe  are  Mat¬ 
ters  of  Fad,  which  the  Dodor's  Author  can¬ 
not  dilprove.  To  charge  then  the  Spreading 
the  Infection  and  the  Confequenccs  of  it, 
thro' that  Town,  upon  two  finglc  Boys  who. 
were  Inoculated  in  a  Court  in  a  manner  fc- 
parated  from  all  the  reft  of  the  Town,  which 
was  fuller  of  the  Small  Box  before  than  after 
the  Inoculationy  is  not  agreeable  to  that  In¬ 
genuity  which  the  Dodor  feems  to  demand 
of  his  Adverlaries. 

The  Cafe  of  Mr.  B)e  Gravels  Daughter 
which  fills  up  three  or  four  Pages  in  the  Let¬ 
ter,  and  upon  which  the  Dodor  lays  the 
Foundation  of  hxsHypotheJisy  the  Reader  may 
pi  calc  to  take  from  her  Fathefs  own  Words 
in  his  Letter  annex'd.  From  which  it  ap¬ 
pears 
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pears  that  the  Girl  had  the  SmallT^ox  hm 
once,  or  the  favourable  kinds  ^^nd  in  all 
Probability  by  Inoculation,  So  far  the  Cafe 
is  ftngular,  that  it  did  not  take  place  till  ele¬ 
ven  Weeks  after  the  Operations  and  untill 
the  Blood  was  put  into  a  Ferment  by  violent 
Motion.  Here  the  Doctor  triumphs  in  his 
^ilemmay  Either  (he  hady  or  fhe  had  not  the 
Small  Pox  by  hioculation ;  If  the  firft,  then  it 
is  plain  Inoculation  is  no  preventive  of  the 
^ifeafe\  If  the  fecond,  the  Experiment  is 
good  for  nothing.  I  think  in  this  way  of  Ar¬ 
gumentation,  to  make  it  conclufive,  there 
ought  to  be  a  perfed  Emmeration  s  but  here 
is  a  Third  CzfCy  and  the  real  one,  not  enu¬ 
merated  s  which  is,  that  the  Girl  had  the 
Small  I^oXy  and  that  but  once,  by  Inocula¬ 
tion ,  tho'  not  at  the  fame  Time  when  the 
Dodor  lays  the  Scene  of  his  E>i lemma.  But 
to  confider  the  Second  Branch  5  allowing 
that  thjs  Small  Eox  was  the  natural  Sort, 
and  not  produc’d  by  Inoculationy  of  which, 
I  think,  the  contrary  is  plain  s  fure  it  is  a 
ftrange  Inference  to  fay,  that*becaufc  Inocu¬ 
lation  has  not  taken  Effed  in  one  Subjed,  it 
is  therefore  good  for  nothing.  The  Do- 
ftors  excellent  Judgment  will  inftrud  him 
to  reafon  with  more  Temper  and  Solidity  in 
other  Matters  of  his  Profeffions  and  not 
make  Ufe  of  his  Aphorifmy  That  one  In- 
ftance  is  as  good  as  a  thoufand  in  Matters  of 
Experience^  What  the  Dodor  fays  of  his 

E  2  Fears 
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fears  of  a  great  Clafs  of  Hypothetical  Di- 
fcafes,  is  all  vanifh'd,  and  the  Girl  is  very 
well.  I  refer  the  Doftor  upon  this  Head 
of  the  Preventive  Power  of  Inoculation^ 
to  the  Letter  which  he  lays  fo  much  Streft 
upon ,  from  Bojlon  i  where  his  Ally  iri 
this  Difputc  owns,  That  not  one  of  the  Ino¬ 
culated  (being  about  three  Hundred)  during 
the  Space  of  five  or  fix  Months  y  in  a  general 
Run  of  the  Small  Box,  has  had  the  Small 
Pox  the  7iatur 0,1  JVayy  as  far  as  we  ^naw,: 
But  of  this  more  afterwards. 

As  for  his  fecond  Story  of  Captain  Huf 
fart,  it  requires  only  a  bare  Reading  to  make 
it  ridiculous  5  For  no  unprejudiced  Perfon  of 
common  Senfc  can  believe  that  one,  after  ha- 
idng  been  Inoculated  twice  without  any  Ef- 
fed,  would  try  it  a  third  Time  :  But  after  a 
third  Time,  to  try  it  a  fourth,  fifth,  and  ilxth 
Time,  paffeth  all  Degrees  of  Credibility.  But 
it  feems  this  Captain  was  not  very  certain^j 
whether  it  was  fiix  or  fix  Times  5  ond  Inocd-, 
lotion  had  quite  flipt  out  of  his  Memory  rho 
wanted  one  Qiiality,  which  the  Proverb  de¬ 
mands  in  fomc  Sort  of  People.  Since  the  Do^- 
dor  can  give  Credit  to  this  Story  of  Captaijq 
Huffart,  and  at  the  fame  Time  queftion  the, 
Truth  of  what  is  faid  by  eminent  Phyficians,^ 
who  writ  from  their  own  and  other  Peoples 
Obfer  vat  ions  on  the  Spot,  where  Inoculation 
is  pradis'd  daily  j  I  appeal  to  my  Readers,  if 
I  may  not  with  Jufticc  tax  him  of  beiugparr 
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tially  Credulous  or  Incredulous y  as  Fads- make 
for  or  againft  his  Purpofe.  And  with  all  due 
Refped  to  the  Senate  of  Bojlony  I  queftion 
whether  a  Bill,  or  an  Hypothejisy  founded  up¬ 
on  fuch  a  Fad,  is  more  extraordinary.  But  al¬ 
lowing  it  to  be  true,  what  is  the  Inference  > 
That  a  Perfon,who  could  not  catch  the  Small 
I^o^c  by  Inoculationy  had  them  the  natural 
Way :  If  that  were  granted,  will  it  prove,  that 
one  who  has  the  Small  Box  by  Inoculation^ 
may  afterwards  have  them  the  natural  Way  ^ 
If  upon  the  fame  Authority,  the  Dodor  can 
believe  the  Story  of  the  Mufeovite  Dragoon, 
or  the  Inoculated  Soldiers  in  the  French  Ar¬ 
my  j  I  wifh  him  much  Joy.  I.promife  him 
I  will  not  (like  the  Gentry  who  went  in  queft 
of  St.  Albari^  Trough)  ride  twenty  Miles  to 
be  able  to  difprove  it.  I  fhould  be  glad  to 
know,  which  Way  the  Dodor  fupports  fo 
bold  an  Aflertion,  That  [Page  17]^  the  Ac^ 
count  ®r.  Nettleton^iwj*,  as  alfo  by  the  bejl 
Obfervation  upon  thofe  who  have  been  Inocu¬ 
lated  in  this  Cityy  fcarcely  a  fourth  Bart  of 
them  have  had  a  true  and  genuine  Small  Pox ; 
I  have  read  over  carefully  Dr.  Nettleton^s  Ac¬ 
count,  contain'd  in  his  Letters  printed  in  the 
TrfinfaBions  of  the  Royal  370  j 

and  for  my  Life  I  cannot  find  any  Thing  to 
juftify  this  Aflertion  5  on  the  contrary  he  fays. 
We  have  not  yet  foundy  that  ever  any  had  the 
B)iftemper  twice y  neither  is  there  any  Reafon 
to  fuppofe  it pojftble  3  there  being  no  difference 
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that  can  be  obfern/d  betwixt  the  natural  and 
artificial  Sort y  {if  we  may  be  allmfd  to  call 
them  fo)  but  only  that  in  the  latter  the  jP«- 
Jlules  are  commonly  fewer  in  Number  $  and  all 
the  reft  of  the  Symptoms  are  in  the  fame  Pro¬ 
portion  more  favourable.  I  hope  thexc  is  at 
Icaft  as  much  Credit  due  to  an  ingenious  Pra- 
ftitioner,  who  writes  from  a  very  extended 
Experience,  as  to  one  who  writes  for  the 
moft  Part  by  Hcarfay. 

As  to  thofe  who  have  been  Inoculated  in 
London -y  to  oppofemy  'own,  and  other  Per* 
fonsTeftimony  from  ocular  Infpcdion,againft 
his,  who  talks  by  Report,  may  feem  perhaps 
too  great  Prefumption.  I  therefore  challenge 
the  Doftor  to  nanie  the  Cafes  and  Authori¬ 
ties  whereby  hefupports  fuch  a  wild  AfTcr- 
tion. 

As  to  jjdr.  Sp - r’s  Cafe,  I  will  not  pre¬ 

occupy  my  Reader  with  any  Refledion  5  but 
refer  him  to  the  Matter  of  Fad  here  fubjoin'd, 
as  it  is’  teftify'd  by  the  Surgeon  and  Apothe¬ 
caries  that  attended  him. 

As  to  the  Cafe  of  Lord  B - 1^^  Servant, 

I  refer  to  the  Account  fubjoin'd. 

He  is  juft  as  much  miftnform'd  of  the  Cafe 
of  Lord  F- — Son,  who  had  a  favourable 
Sort  of  Small  Pox,  and  was  in  no  Danger 
of  his  Life  i  as  the  Phyfician  who  attended 
him  will  readily  own. 

As  to  the  unfortunate  Accidents  which 
have  happen'd  to  feme  of  the  Firft  Rank  by 
• . .  “  '  ’  '  ^  th4 
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this  Ingrafting  Method  j  if  I  guefs  tight  who 
he  means,  one  of  them  is  perfeftly  well  with¬ 
out  any  unfortunate  Accident  5  and  the  Im-  • 
pofthumation,  which  had  noDependaiice  nor 
Communication  with  the  Incifion,  is  pcr- 
fcdly  cur’d  without  any  Exfoliation  of  the 
Bone,  or  any  HeSiic  Fever.  But  it  is  hard  to 
charge  the  common  Accidents  of  the  Small 
F^ox  in  general,  upon  this  Method  in  par¬ 
ticular 

It  is  no  Icfs  a  Mifinformation,  that  the 
Children  of  a  Nobleman,  underftood  in  his 
Letter,  Ingrafted  from  a  bad  Sort  of 
Small  Fox.  As  to  what  he  fays  of  the  poorer 
Sort  of  Feople  of  Scotland,  running  about 
with  the  Small  Pox  upon  them^  without  ei¬ 
ther  Shoes  or  Stockings  5  the  Doftor  feems 
here  to  intend  a  Refleftion,  but  I  choofe  to 
avoid  all  Reflexions,  either  National  or  Do- 
mcftick.  I  believe  the  People  of  Englandy  as 
well  as  thofe  of  Scotland^  for  thp  moft  Part, 
neither  wear  Shoes  nor  Stockings  in  the  Small 
Fox :  As  to  their  Cuftom  or  Ability  of  nm-- 
ning  about,  they  are  much  in  the  fame  Con¬ 
dition,  as  they  are  here  5  fome  have  them  fa¬ 
vourably,  fome  otherwife,  and  every  one  has 
Conveniencies  and  Helps  according  to  theic 
Circumflatices. 

As  for  the  three  Letters  from  Bojlon  in 
New  England,  printed  by  Way  of  Appendix 
to  the  E)oftOr’s,  It  might  fuflice  to  fay,  that 
they  arc  only  a  fevere,  and  perhaps  a  ;ufl:  In- 
“  •  '  veXivc 
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vcdive,  agaiiift  the  Clergy  and. others,  for 
meddling  in  this  Branch  of  the  PhyficiaM 
Praftice :  Upon  which  Encroachment,  fomc 
of  the  Faculty  invoke  the  Vengeance  of  the 
Civil  Magiftratej  and  threaten  the  Offen¬ 
ders,  as  Voifoners  and  Spreaders  oflnfeBion^ 
with  Prifons  and  Gibbet's :  And  if  the  Laws 
in  being  are  fomewhat  deficient, .  modeftly 
call,  as  fome  others  have  done,  upon  the  Le- 
giflature  for  new  Ones.  This  general  Confi- 
deration  is  fufficient  to"  invalidate  the  Credit 
of  any  Thing  that  is  faid  by  aPerfon  foftrong- 
ly  interefted  :  But  fo  great  is  the  Force  of 
Truth,  that  it  has  extorted  enough  from  this 
partial  Complainant  to  juftify  the  Praftice, 
which  he  fo  bitterly  inveighs  againft.  For 
firfl:  he  owns,  that  the  whole  Praftice  of  Ino¬ 
culation  was  manag'd  by  unskillful  Perfons  5 
and  that  many  who  dy*d  or  fujfef  d  much  un¬ 
der  Inoculation,  if  they  had  had  better  Ma¬ 
nagement  y  might  have  had  better  Fate.  That 
the  Praditioners  negleded  as  trivial  both  the 
Advantages  of  a  fuitable  Seafony  and  a  well- 
prepared  Body  j  That  they  Inoculated  all 
ges  and  Confiitutions  from  the  Beginning ; 
That  they  Inoculated  Women  withChildy  and ; 
HyftericalFeople :  And  after  all.  They  pra-  | 
6iisd  it  at  fir  ft  with  indifferent  good  Succefsy  \ 
That  it  had  beenpraBildy  fince  the  Middle  ! 
^  June  to  the^  T)ate  of  his  Lottery  Pec.  20; 
upon  above  two  hundred  Subjebis  with  vari--  i; 
ous  Succcefs,  He  tells  you  in.  his  feeond  Let- 
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ttr,  That  they  had  at  that  Time  the  Expe¬ 
rience  of  tw'6  dr  three  Hundred  Inoculated : 
And  aittr  all  this,  in  all  his  three  Letters,  he 
gives  you  only  two  Letters  of  the  Name  of 
One  lHoculatedVe:T\^on  who  dy'd,  Mrs.  2) — /. 
He  fays  at  Random,  that  others  dfd  of  ity 
njuhom  Time  may  bring  to  Light,  Were  the 
Bodies  of  thole  Inoculated  Perfons  hid  under 
Dunghills  >  Had  they  not  Ghrillian  Burial? 
It  is  wondrous  ftraiige,  that  in  a  Place,  where 
the  Praftitioners  in  Phyfick  and  the  Magi- 
ftrates  both  wefe  againft  Inocuiation;\\Q:  could 


not  come  at  the  Knowledge  of  a  Mortal 
Cafe  but  one,  the  Inoculated  Mrs.  D — 
Who  is  trump’d  up  upon  all  Occafions :  He 
fays,  many  of  the  Inoculated  fujfer  fntichs 
Page  2.  What  then?  A  Perfon  that  has  the 
Small  ToXy  even  in  the  gcntleft  Sort,  muft 
fuffer.  And  at  lall.  Page  1 6,  he  ingenuoufly 
acknowledges.  That  the  Small  Pox  (acquir’d' 
by  Inoculation)  is  frequently  more  favourable 
than  in  the  common  Wayy  and  not  altogether 


fo  mortal. 

Secondly,  That  not  one  of  the  Inoculated 
4uring  the  Space  of  five  or  fix  Months  has 
had  the  Small  Pox  in  the  natural  JVayy  fo 
far  as  Voe  knowy  that  is,  of  about  three 
huildred  People  Inoculatedy  fome  of  which, 
no  doUht,  had  only  thofe  Eruptions,  which , 
they  will  hot  allow  to  be  the  gdniiine 
Tdx  5  In  a  Time,  when  the  whole  Town 
^d  Cdimtry  ivaf  an  Hofpital  of  Teople  fick 

•  F  of’ 
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of  the  ^ifempeVy  and  few  "Perfons  exempt 
from  its  Rage^  for  the  Space  of  five  or  fix 
Months y  not  lo  much  as  one  had  the  Small 
PoXy  for  ought  they  knew :  I  fay,  if  fuch  a 
Cafe  had  happen’d,  it  is  not  probable  it  could 
have  been  conceal’d  5  and  that  this  Acknow¬ 
ledgment  from  one,  .who  is  fo  zealous  an  E- 
nemy  to  i|j|^Pradice,  is  a  ftronger  Proof  of 
the  Efficalf^lll^  for  the  Purpofc  intended, 
titan  all  thepfsimA  May-be^s  of  this  or  any 
other  Lctter-M^ritcr.  '  . 

,  It  had  been  fair  in  this  Gentleman  to  have 
given  in  the  Numbers  that  dy’d  of  thcnatU'- 
ral  Sort  of  Small  PoXy  during  that  Sedfon ; 
or  to  have  hated  the  Cafe  fairly  between  two 
or  three  Hundred  lick  of  the  natural  Sort,  and 
as  I  many  of  the  Inoculated  Kind,  both  under 
the  Care  and  Diredion  of  unskillful  and  uur 
experienc’d  People :  And  then,  perhaps,  as  in 
\x\v:.  Inoculated  Kind,  he  could  inftance,  by 
Name,  only  One  that  dy’d  4  In  the  other  Sort 
he  would  have  been  puzzled  to  find  the 
Names  of  thofe  who  cfcap’d.  ^ 

•But  to  this  he  will  fay,  that  the  Inocula¬ 
ted  Small  Pox  propagated  the  Mortality  of 
•the  natural  Sort.  There  is  a  full  Anfwcr  gi¬ 
ven  to  this  Objedion  of  fp reading  infedion 
before.  I  think  it  is  hard  to  exclude  Men 
firom  thcxMean^  of  fecuring  thcmfelvcs  from 
'a great  Pcftilencc,  upon  ameer  Suggeftion: 
The  Influence  of  the  natural  Small  Pf-v  up¬ 
on  Mankind,  in  any  Placc^  in  a  Circle  of 
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Years,  may  be  affirm'd  to  be  uniform  with 
ftrong  Probability  5  and  if  the  Air  of  any , 
Place,  in  a  contagious  Seafon,  is  fiich,  as  ren¬ 
ders  the  Diftemper  very  mortal,  it  is  a  ftrong  - 
Motive  for  People  to  take  the  Advantage  of 
a  good  Seafon,  and  fecurc  themlclvcs  in 
Time  from  a  Plague,  which  is  fo  likely  to  de- 
ftroy  them ;  And  if  Pruden^  only'"  were  to 
be  confulted,  it  would  pcrh’aps  be  muchmore 
the  Duty  of  the  Legiflature  to  order,  than  to 
forbid  this  Pradicc.  And  no  doubt,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  Acknowledgment  of  the  Enemies . 
of  this  Pradicc,  they  would,  by  this  Method, 
diminiffi  the  Mortality,  and  encreafe  the 
Number  of  their  People  5  and  the  Magiftrate 
is  forc'd  often  upon  more  arbitrary  Proceed¬ 
ings  ,  in  any  Peftilence  :  But  as  that  would 
feem  too  great  an  Encroachment  upon  tho 
natural  Rights  of  Mankind,  I  fhould  not  ap¬ 
prove  of  it.  But  on  the  other  Hand,  it  would 
be  a  moft  Tyrannical  Encroachment  upon 
the  fame  Rights,  to  debar  Mankind  from  the 
lawful  Means  of  fccuring  themfelvcs  from 
the  Fear  and  Danger  of  fo  terrible  a  Plague. 

As  for  the  particular  F^toVy  that,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  Letter,  attends  the  Sores  of  the  In¬ 
oculated  }  it  is  much  of  a  Piece  with  the 
Story  of  the  Kent  if)  Long  -  Tayls ;  It  fhews 
him  to  be  an  utter  Stranger  to  the  whole 
Pradice  j  and  makes  one  doubt,  whether  he 
ever  faw  a  Cafe  of  Inoculation  quite  through. 
And  the  Pointing  at  the  Inoculated  in  the 
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Streets y  is  as  great  aa  laftance  of  Barbarity; 
as  the  other  is  of  Ignorance. 

There  is  a  Letter  in  Town  from  the  Revet 
Mr.  Mather  at  Bpjion  of  a  later  Date,  which 
has  feveral  remarkable  Paffages  in  it.  The 
(meaning  the  Small  Pox)  baslMe*^ 
1}  ojifited  and  ranfacked  the  City  of  Bofton  j 
and  in  little  more  than  half  a  TeaVy  of  abauk 
five  thojifand  T^rfonSy  that  have  undergone 
'  ity  near  nine  hundred  have  died. 

But  how  many  Lives  might  have  been 
fav'dy  if  our  unhappy  Thyficians  had  not  pOM 
forid  and  bewitch'd  our  Beople  with  a  blind 
Ragey  that  has  appear* dy  very  like  a  Satanich 
Toffefjiony  againji  the  Method  of  Relief  pnd 
Safety  in  the  way  of  the  Small  Pox  Inocula^ 
ted?  I prevail'd  with  one  Bhyfician  {and fon 
ity  I  have  had  bloody  Attempts  made  upon 
Life  by  fome  of  our  Energumens)  to’iur 
traduce  the  "Bra^lice  ,*  and  the  Experiment 
has  been  made  upon  almoji  three  hundred  Sub¬ 
jects  in  our  Keighbourhoody  young  and.  oldy 
from  one  Tear  to  feventy  %  weak  and  ftrongy 
Male  and  Female^  white  and  black  s  in  Mtd- 
fummer,  in  Autumn  and  Winter:  And  it  fuc- 
seeds  to  Admiration. 

I  cannot  learn  that  any  one  has  died  of  ity 
tho*  the  Experiment  has  been  made  under  va^. 
ridiis  and  marvellous  Dif advantages.  Five- 
or  fix  have  died  upon  it  or  after  it  i  but front 
other  Accidents.  . 
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He  pientions  afterward  that  Cats  had  it  y 
and  takes  notice  of  the  fame  thing  in  T)oitor 
Hiftory  <y^Lancafliire 5  andfubjoinSy 

Thati  ip,  was  gener^ally  complain  d  that  !P/- 
gem^hAufes  of  the  City  continued  unfruitful  ^ 
and  the  pigeons  did  not  lay  or  hatch,  as.  the  ft 
udd  to  do,  all  the  while  that  the  Small  Pox 
was  in  its  Epidemical  Trogrefs :  And  it  is 
'uery  Jlrongly  affirmed,  that  our  T^unghiU 
Fowl felt  much  of  the  like  upon  them. 

At  laft  concludes  5  with  the  great  Beneffi 
they  have  found  by  B  lifters  early  apply d  and 
continued  in  the  natural  Small  Pox,  and  is 
forry  it  was  fo  late  before  they  fell  into  this 
JVay  i  but.  it  has  conftantly  profpefd::  T 
know  not,  fays  he,  that  it  has  once  mifear- 
tied  fince  we  came  into  it.  I  refer  the  Rca^ 
der  to  his  Letter  annex'd. 

It  appears  by  this  Letter,  that  fomewhar 
more  than  one  out  of  five,  and-  Icfs  than  one 
out  of  fix  died  of  the  Diftemper.  And  like? 
wife, by  the  EfFefts  mention  d  upon  Animals> 
that  the  general  Contagion  was  owing  to  a 
bad  Piipofition  of  the.  Air  5  and  not  char¬ 
geable  upon  Inoculation,  ■ 

And.  laftly,  notwithftanding  the  unfavoue. 
rablc  Couftirution  of  the  Air,  t\\t.Ino.culat,ed 
did  well 

I  doubt  not  but  the  impartial  Reader  is 
now  fati^fy'd  that  this  Pradice  of  Inoada- 
tion  may  he  ftiU  beneficial  to  Mankind,  not¬ 
withftanding  any  thing  that  the  ‘Dodor  has 
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adduc’d  to  the  contrary,  either  by  way  of 
Argument  or  Fad.  And  that  by  the  fame 
zealous  Partiality,  it  had  been  cafy  to  have 
crufh’d  any,  the  moft  ufeful  Pradice  in  Me¬ 
dicine  in  the  Beginning.  It  is  pretty  remar¬ 
kable,  that  in  a  Neighbouring  Nation,  where 
Agues  are  the  beft  Branch  of  the  Phyficians 
Pradice,  the  Ufe  of  the  Bark  has  been,  and 
is  ftill  in  a  great  Meafure,  fupprefs’d  by  Me¬ 
thods  not  much  unlike  what  are  us’d  againft 
Inoculation  i  and  indeed  every  one  of  the 
Dodor’s  Arguments  would  have  concluded 
more  ftrongly  againft  the  Ufe  of  the  Cortex y 
than  againft  this  Pradice.  I  will  fuppofe  any 
Stickler  againft  the  Bark  to  have  reafon’d 
thus  in  the  Dodor  s  Strain.  A  T^rug  that 
has  been  only  usd  among  Slaves  y  an  illiterate 
unthinking  "People,  who  have  the  Advantage 
of  a  warm  Climate,  and  a  Spare  P)yet,  is  not 
jit  to  he  immediately  difpens'd  to  the  Englilh, 
whofe  Blood,  fpeaking  of  it  as  National,  is 
the  Produbi  of  the  Richeji  P)yet :  Is  it  not 
plain  by  the  P)ifeafes  that  it  often  leaves  be¬ 
hind  it,  that  it  fpoils  the  Conftitution  ?  Wit- 
nefs  the  Jaundice,  Tumours  of  the  Legs',  and 
other  Cachexies  that  are  often  fubfequent  up¬ 
on  it,  Befides  none  hut  Empirics  can  give 
a  Medicine  of  which  they  are  not  fure  of  the 
Dofe ;  Is  it  not  plain  that  it  will  not  anfwer 
the  Defign  of  preventing  the  Difeafe  for  the 
future?  For  not  with  funding  the  Ufe  of  this 
Pirttg,  theP'atient.  fuffers  mavy  aRelapfe,Be^ 
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fides  there  rire  not  only  one  or  PivOy  hft  innu- 
?nerable  Inftances  of  People  who  have  died 
after  the  Ufe  of  it  ^  and  others,  who  have 
had  adifeafed  Conjlitutioh  all  the  reft  of  their 
Lives  •  The  Difpenfers  of  this  Medicine  dif 
agreC:  widely  among  themfelves ,  both  as  to 
the  Manner  of  its  Operation  and  the  Tdofe  s 
Some  give  it  in  Tinbture^  fome  in  Stibftance  ^ 
feme  in  greater,  fome  in  leffer  §luantities,  &c. 
In  fine,  there  are  three  Letters  from  a  Friend 
ip  New  England,  which  inform  me  that  ma- 
ny  who  have  taken  the  Bark  have  fujfefd  ve¬ 
ry  much  ',  and  Mrs,f>  — 1,  who  had  taken 
great  ^tantities  of  it,  aEltially  Thd 

I  have  not  my f elf  made  Ufe  of  this  Medicine y 
nor feen  much  of  the  E ffelis  of  it  j  lam  well 
affufd,  that  not  a  fourth  part  of  the  Difeafis 
it  pretends  to  cure,  are  Genuine  Agues :  Be¬ 
fore  1  had feen  the  Fratlice  of  this  Medicine, 
laftirmed,that  is  was  hnpoftible,  it  would  cure 
an  Ague ;  but  I  am  willmg  to  retrdEiyhat 
Opinion,  being  cortvinfd  by  an  Experiment , 
tfat^  it  does  fo  fomftimes.  It  were  eafy  to 
carry.  this.Parailel  reafoning  thro*  t}ie»^  whole 
Letter  ,  ,  iiot  only  with  equal,  but  more 
Strcpgtl^  ^11  nioft  Places. 

Tl;ie,  ppftor,  in  appearing  with  fo  great 
Zeal  ag,ainft  this  Praftice,  is  not  ^thc  Repre- 
fentativc/pf  the  whole  Faculty.  For  there 
are  many  of  them  who  from  their  Difinte* 
re{lcdiTefii''and  Innate  Love  to  Mankind,  arc 
willing,  that  an  Experiment  fhould  go  on, 
:  ■ -  D  which. 
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which^  in  Proportion  to  the  Extcnfivchcfs  of 
the  Pra^ice>  muft  necelfarily  diminifli  the 
Mortality  of  the  Smallpox  in  general:  This 
is  a  candid,  as  well  as  decentW ay  of  ptocecd- 
ing.  At  the  fame  Time,  I  only  blame  the 
Author  of  the  Letter,  and  thole  who  take 
part  with  him,  for  their  too  early  and  flrong 
Prejudices  5  being  unwilling  to  Cenfufit 
their  Intentions ,  which  I  hope,  are  fof  th^ 
Good  of  Mankind,  as  well  as  my  own. 

'  But  there  is  ftill  a  ftronger  *  Objeftion  av 
gainft  thisPradiccj  That  it  is  unlawfuly  dnA 
^rft  introduced  by  the  T>evily  who  Ingrafted 
Job  of  the  Confluent  Sort  of  Small  Pox. 

'  From  ufeful  Difeoveries,  there  can  always 
be  drawn  important  Confcquences.  .  Fiffti 
Hence  learn  we,  that  the  Small  Fosi  ail 
ancient  Difeafe  5  for  if  it  was  cohVdy*d  to 
Job  by  fome  fuch  Way  as  InoculatiOii,  the 
Matter  muft  have  been  taken  from  fome  Bo¬ 
dy  infkied  with  the  Diftemper.  Secondly^ 
That  Sydenham  was  not  the  fell  that  begah 
cool  Regimen  iy  for  Job  fat  down  upon 
the  Alhes  in  the 'open  Ait ;  his  Friends  fawi 
him  afar  off.  Thirdly y  That  his  Friends  were 
tardy,  above  three  Weeks  before  they  came 
to  fee  'hint ;  for  in  the  Genuine  Confluent 
Kihd  Small  Toxy  it  will  be  that.  Time 
Before  they  can  bear  fcraping  with  y;  Pot*  .

Now  here  a  QLieftion  arifeth,  Whether  an 
loneftMan  can  do  that  which  the  Devil  has 
lone }  I  anfwer  in  the  Affirmative  5  there  are 
hree  things  mention'd  5  of  the  Devil's  Aflcm- 
)ling  himfelf  (as  in  this  Place)  with  the  Sons 
)f  God  ,*  Believing,  and  Quoting  of  Scripture; 
\11  thefe  Things  a  good  Man  may  not  only  • 
lo,  but  is  bound  to  do. 

I  readily  agree  with  this  Reverend  Divine; 
hat  if  Inoculating  the  Small  Tox  be  an  un- 
awfulAdion,  it  cannot  be  juftify'd  by  the 
3ood  which  may  enfue  from  it  j  but  thatt 
t  is  unlawful,  mufl:  be  prov'd,  cither  by  fome 
latural  or  pofitive  Law  :  That  this  Reverend 
jentlemaii  has  brought  no  fuch  Proof,  either 
ioni  natural  or  reveal’d  Religion,  will  ap¬ 
pear  plain  upon  a  very  Ihort  Review  of  his 
Difeourfe.- 

Page  1 3 .]  He  fays  he  will  attempt  to  prove; 
That  lOifeafes  are  utterly  unlawful  to  be  infi¬ 
xed  by  any  who  prof efsthemfelvesChriJlians : 
He  terms  it  very  right  5  for  it  is  an  Attempt' 
to  Prove,  and  no  more.  By  reftraining  the 
Prohibition  to  Chriftians,  one  would  think, 
there  was  fome  pofitive  Command  in  the  Go- 
fpel  againfl:  it  5  but  he  has  brought  none, which,- 
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by  the  moft  forc'd  Conftrudioii,  can  prove 
Imculdtion  to  be  prohibited  by  the  Chriftian 
Difpenfation.  I  know  of  no  Immorality  that 
is  forbid  to  a  Chriftian,  the  Praftice  of  which 
is  allow'd  to  an  Infidel.  Indeed  Morality  is 
more  clearly  taught  and  more  ftrongly  en¬ 
forc'd  by  Rewards  and  Puniflimcnts  amongft 
us  5  but  it  does  not  change  its  Nature  amongft 
the  reft  of  Mankind.  He  docs  not  wonder, 
that  the  Praflice  of  Inoculation  fhould  obtain, 
where thclDodrine  oi Fatality  is  believ'd;  but 
the  Misfortune  is,  that  the  Matter  of  Fad  is 
•  quite  otlicrwife :  For  if  he  had  carefully  pe¬ 
rus'd  Dr.  IVagflaffcs  Difeourfe,  which  he  fo 
much  commends,  that  would  have  inform'd 
him.  That  no  Body  fret  ends  to  give  us  an  In- 
fiance  of anlnoc\il2a:cAT\ixk.  And  why?  Bc- 
caufe  their  Belief  of  a  Fatality  makes  them 
nc*glcd  very  much  the  ordinary  Helps  of  Me* 
dicinc  for  preferving  their  Lives.  . 

Page  14.]  The  Inftanccs  which  he  gives 
of  Almighty  God's  having  given  a  miracu¬ 
lous  Power  to  Mankind  to  inflid  Difeafes 
for  dicir  Pnnifhment,  does  not  prove,  that 
He  has  not  given  them  an  ordinary  one  for 
their  Benefit. 

•  And  his  faying, [Pag.  1 5  ]  That  no  Man  was 
ever  yet  condemn  d  to  an  immediate  SicknefSy 
for  fFant  of  fufiicient  Authority  s  is,  without 
any  Proof.  Dileafcs  arc  External,  and  In- 
nai;  the  Magiftratc  very  often  infiids  both:| 
That  Cnminals  arc  lawfully  punilh'd  with  the 
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Mutilation  of  their  Body,  I  fuppofe  he  will 
allow  to  be  common.  Is  not  that  inflifting 
a  Difcafe  with  a  Witnefs  >  And  are  there  not 
many  Executions  perform'd  by  Poifon,  which 
is  inflifting  an  Internal  mortal  Difeafe  >  And 
here  his  own  Argument  turns  upon  him  5  for 
if^ifeafes  are  Jmt  for  the  Tamfhment  of 
our  SinSy  then  it  would  feem  to  follow,  that 
the  Magiftrate,  who  has  a  Power  from  God  to 
punifh  our  Crimes,  has  likewife  a  Power  to 
inflift  Difeafes,  for  .Sins  that  are  manifefi  to 
him  and  all  the  World.  The  greater  Power 
of  infliding  Death,  certainly  includes  the  let 
Per  in  the  Choice  of  the  Means :  If,  for  Ex- 
rniple,  there  fhould  be  a  Law  made  to  pu- 
ailh  the  Inoculators  with  the  Inoculation  of 
Pome  Difcafe,  I  fancy  this  Reverend  Divine 
ivould  not  think  it  linful  or  unreafonable. 

Page  1 6.]  He  fpends  a  long  Paragraph,  to 
prove  what  no  Body  ever  deny'd  5  That  a 
Man  cannot  lawfully  do  all  that  is  in  his  Po¬ 
wer  to  do ;  And  another  as  evident.  That  the 
Means,  as  well  as  the  Intention,  muft  be  law¬ 
ful  5  but  thefe  are  only  general  Proportions : 
The  Subfumption,  that  inflifting  Difeafes  fot 
a  good  Purpofe  is  unlawful,  is  only  fupposM, 
not  prov'd. 

Page  18.]  Wt  doubts  whether  the  Life  of 
Man  be  a  Good  or  not.  If  the  Life  of  Man  is 
no  Good,  then,  indeed^  to  aft  for  the  Pre- 
fervation  of  it,  is  not  to  aft  for  any  good 
End  ;  and  confcquently,  not  only  this  Pra-

dice,  but  all  others  in  Medicine,  and  many 
other  charitable  Aftions,  muft  be  given  up. 
The  reft  of  the  Argument  of  this  Paragraph,, 
is  groundjcd  upon  the  Infufficicncy  of  this 
Method  for  the  Purpofe  intended.  The  Do¬ 
ctor  might  have  remember’d,,  from  his  Exr 
pofition  of  his  Text,  Jabhzdxht  Sm^ll^i)X 
by  Inoculation  from  the  Devil,  even  of  a  fa¬ 
vourable  Sort  i  that  he  recover’d  of  them, 
and  never  had  them  again.  But  in  this  he  muft 
forgive  me,  if  I  put  him  in  Mind,  that  he  is 
out  of  his  Sphere  5  and  that  notwithftanding 
his  Profellions  to  the  contrary,  he  lays  afide 
the  Divine,  and  takes  upon  him  the  Phyfi- 
cian.  The  Queftion  here  is.  Whether  giving 
a  Difeafe  with  a  good  Intention,  be  in  it  felf 
an  unlawful  Adion. 

Page  20.]  Another  Argument  is.  That  a 
La/w  which  forbids  the  Evily  forbids  alfo  e- 
'Very  thing  that  has  a  Tendency  to  it  s  therefore^ 
all  caufelefs  andvoluntary  Mutilations  are  for¬ 
bid:  And  y  ct,notwithftanding  this  Law  againft 
Mutilation,  more  exprefs  than  any  againft  E 
^  noculatiouy  Surgeons  ait  off  Peoples  Limbs. 
Here  the  Intention  hallows  the  Adion,whiGh 
is  in  itfclf  exprefly  forbid  j  and  which  is  more, 
1  believe  no  Surgeon  will  affirm,  that  in  all 
Cafes,  where  Limbs  are  cut  off,  there  is  a 
direft  Impollibility  to  fave  the  Patient’s  Life 
otherVife  j  or  that  the  Operation  .is  always 
fuccefsfuL  A  Surgeon  who  cuts  a  Perfon  for 
the  Stone,  even  if  his  Patient  dies  of  the  O- 
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pjcration,  does  not  think  he  has  committed 
a  mortal  Sin,  in  inflifting  a  mortal  Difeafe  s 
and  yet  the  Patient  perhaps  might  have  liv'd 
many  Years,  and  not  dy'd  of  the  Diftemper  at 
laft.  The  Difference  of  the  two  Cafes,  the 
one  being  for  Cure,  the  other  for  Prevention, 
does  not  change  the  State  of  the  Queftion  ji 
which,  in  general  Terms,  is  this.  Whether 
Mankind  have  a  Lawful  Power  of  infliding 
Difeafes  for  good  Purpofes  >  A  Perfon  who 
has  not  had  the  Small  may  be  very 

juftly  confider  d,  as  having  the  Seeds  of  a 
mortal  Diftemper  within  him  j  and  the  Dread 
of  it  is  furely  a  Suffering,  that  will  juftify  the 
Lawfulnefs  of  uftng  M  cans,  which  have  the 
greateft  Probability  of  faving  him  from  a 
Danger,  which,  for  ought  he  knows,  may 
be  nearer  and  greater,  than  that  of  a  Stone 
in  the  Bladder.  Anxiety  and  Bodily  Pain, 
don't  differ  fo  much,  as  to  make  an  Adion 
lawful  in  one  Cafe,  finful  in  the  other. 

Page  21.]  But  it  feems  it  is  a  Tempting  of 
Trovidence,  And  there  is  no  great  Diffe¬ 
rence  between  the  T)evil*sTrapofal  to  our 
Saviour^  to  caft  himfelf  down  headlong^  and 
that  Inoculation.  It  is  wonderful ,  into 
what  Abfurdities,  Zeal  for  an  Opinion,  will 
drive  a  Man,  even  to  affert  that  there  is  no 
Difference  between  a  Maifs  running  into  a 
Danger  abfolutely  unneceffary,  and  from 
which  nothing  but  a  dired  Miracle  can  favc 
him  5  and  a  Venturing  on  a  fmall  Hazard  to 

avoid 
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avoid  a  much  greater.  The  Calc  put  it  as 
difadvantagioufly  as  pollible,  more  refem- 
bles  that  of  a  Perfon  who  leaps  out  of  a  Win¬ 
dow  for  fear  of  Fire-,  and  furely  that  can  ne¬ 
ver  be  reckon'd  a  Miftruft  of  Providence  >  | 
even  if  he  did  it  before  he  was  much  in  Dan¬ 
ger  for  no  body  can  fay  that  God  Almighty 
may  notfave  a  Man  from  Fire  in  the  ordi¬ 
nary  Courfe  (l^lkjijProvidence  5  And  if  a  Per- 
fon,  who  fior^ted  by  his  too  early 

Tears  had  taken, liiisXourle,  and  loft  his  Life 
by  the  Falls  no  body  will  arraign  him  of 
Self’fnurder :  I^e  miglit  have  done  an  impru-^ 
dent,  but  not  a  fmful  Ajftion.  The  Parents 
who  fuffer  their  Children  to  converfe  with 
fheir  infefted  Rclations-s  which  differs  in  no. 
Moral  Point  from  the  Cafe  of  Inoculationy 
woidd  think  it  very  harj^^to  be  treated  as  Ho- 
rn^eides  or  Murderers  ofatheir  Children, when 
the  very  Adion  proccecls  from,  the  contrary 
Principle,  extreme  Tendernefs. 

Pag.  22.]  In  the  fiDrmcr  Page,  it  was  a  pre- 
fumptuous  Truft  s  in  this,  it  is  an  intire  Mif¬ 
truft  of  Providence.  He  is  furc  to  have  the 
Xnoculators  fomeway  or  other. 

>  Pag.  23.]  They  cannot  pray  for  aBkfling 
upon  their  Endeavoui^s  becaufe  Prayer  fup- 
ppfes  the  U fe  of  lawful  M  cans, 
f  I  believe  the  contrary  is  true,  for  as  a 
Perfon,  who  is  Inoculated y  puts  himfetfmore 
inipipdiately  into  the  Hands  of  God,  if  he 
k|Si ,  any .  5cnfe  of  Religion ,  eaaiiot  avoid 
ft-/,.  praying' 
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praying  foraBleffing  upon  the  Means, which, 
tobefure,  he  thinks  lawful,  and  has  not  yet 
been  prov'd  to  be  otherwife. 

Page  24.]  His  Argument  to  prove  that 
Inoculation  tends  to  promote  Vice  and  Im¬ 
mortality  is  the  moft  extraordinary  of  alL 
This  it  does,  by  taking  off  the  Dread  of 
the  Small  Tox ,  and  confequently  the  Rc- 
ftraints  of  Sobriety  that  Mankind  lie  under 
upon  that  Account.  This  Reverend  Gentle¬ 
man  has  very  juftly  found  fault  with  one  Ma¬ 
xim,  to  do  Evil  that  Good  may  come  of  it : 
But  he  has  eftablifli'd  one ,  juft  as  dangerous 
in  the  room  of  it,  not  to  do  Good  leaf  Evil 
€ome  of  it.  Fox  if  the  Diminifhing  the  Fear 
of  Dying  of  Difeafes  catch'd  by  Irregularity, 
is  an  Evil,  then  an  able  Phylician  is  a  com¬ 
mon  Nuifance.  Wc  have  reafon  to  be  thank¬ 
ful,  that  there  are  a  fufiicient  Number  left, 
who  cannot  be  charg’d  with  being  Encoura- 
gersof  Vice  and  Immorality, upon  this  Score, 
This  Principle  in  its  full  Extent  would  dc- 
ftroy  all  Works  of  Charity  and  Mercy  5  for 
the  Hope  of  Forgivenefs  is  aiiEncouragment 
to  do  Injuries  5  and  the  Hope  of  being  re¬ 
liev’d  in  Want  is  a  Difeouragement  to  In- 
duftry. 

I  am  touch’d  with  the  devout  Refledions 
upon  Providence,  that  are  all  along  Ipread 
thro’  his  Sermon,  to  which  I  fubferibe  with 
ail  my  Heart  5  but  I  cannot  fo  much  com¬ 
mend  the  Diftorting  thofc  great  and  folemii

Is.  not  a  Man 
anfwcrablc  for  all  the  bad  Effeds  that  fol¬ 
low  upon  an  unwarrantable  Aftion  that  con^ 
tradids  the  very  Intention  of  Providence  ? 

.  The  Peroration  Page  29,  is  equal  to  any 
Piece  of  the  whole  Performance,  Let  the 
theift  and  the  S coffer y  the  Heathen  and  the 
Unbeliever  difclaim aDependance upon  "Tro^ 
vidence :  Let  them  Inoculate  and  be  Inocu-^ 
lated,  i^’C,  I  think  this  clinches  the  whole 
Matter}  and  this  Reverend  Gentleman  has 
furnilh'd  us  with  a  new,  fcnfible  and  religious 
Tcft,  an  Atheift  or  Infidel  can  be  found  out, 
as  aWitch,  by  the  Marks  upon  his  Body :  And 
that,  as  it  has  been  intimated  already,  that  the 
Devil  was  the  iiA  Inoculator  i  I  think,  it  is 
not  impollible  that  the  next  zealous  Preacher 
upon  this  Subjed  may  prove  the  Cicatrices 
of  Inoculation  to  be  the  Mark  of  the  Beaft. 
Thus  it  appears,  that  the  Dodors  Pofition,  of

From  all  that  I  have  faid,  I  will  draw  this 
one  Conclulion  5  that  there  does  not  appear 
as  yet  any  Objedion  of  Weight  enough  to 
flop  the  Progrefs  of  the  Pradice  of  Inocula¬ 
tion.  But  if  upon  future  Trials,  it  (hould 
be  found  that  the  Inconveniencies  do  over- 
bftllance  the  Advantages  of  itj  I  fliall  then 
be  as  ready  to  condemn,  as  I  am  now  to 
juftify  it.

[Find  my  Daughter  s  Cafe  has  made  fome 
Noife  in  Town  ,  and  has  been  mifrepre- 
i:nted.  It  was  thus  :  She  was  Inoculated  the 
i3d  of  Febr.  1 721-2  5  and  as  I  faw  her  daily 
luring  the  three  Weeks  that  fhe  was  con- 
in'd  after  the  Inoculationy  fo  I  can  affirm,  no 
SmallFox  ever  appear'd  upo  nher  during  that 
rime,  but  only  Heats  and  Flufhings,  attend¬ 
ed  fometimes  with  Heavinefs  and  Pain  in  heir 
[iead,  and  a  little  more  Quicknefs  of  Pulfe 
:han  ufual,  and  oftentimes  without  any  Dif- 
3rder  at  all :  None  of  thofe  Heats  and  Flufh-  • 
ings  ever  came  to  Perfedlion,  or  to  any  thing 
like  the  Small  FoXy  which  gave  my  Daugh¬ 
ter  fome  Uneafinefs  ;  and  the  rather,  that  the 
Dther  Perfons,  who  had  been  Inoctilated  at 
the  fame  Time,  and  in  the  fame  Houfe  with 
ber,  had  a  very  fair  diftind  Small  FoXy  and 
yet  had  lefs  Sicknefs  than  She :  Nor  did 
the  Incifions  in  her  Arms  difeharge  fo  much 
and  fo  long  as  theirs  did  3  and  therefore  were 
compleatly  heal'd  in  lefs  than  three  Weeks  ' 

H  2  Time, 
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Time,  when  the  Sores  of  the  other  Perfom 
were  yet  large  and  running.  Thus  all  Expe¬ 
ctation  of  her  having  the  Small  Vox  by  the 
Inoculation  being  over,  fhe  was  purg'd  onqc 
or  twice,  and  then  difeharg'd  from  her  Con- 
hnement,  the  17  th  of  March  following 
Nay,  it  was  believ’d,  Ihe  never  would  have 
that  Diftemper  5  for  having  been  very  much 
expos’d  to  the  Infeftion,  when  Ihe  was  but 
two  Years  of  Age,  and  yet  more  when  fhc 
was  about  Eight,  without  contrading  it,  tli|s 
■  lall  Tryal  being  unfuccefsful,  feem'd  to  giyc 
a  tolerable  Ground. for  this  Opinion.  HoWr 
ever  my  Daughter  continu'd  difcompos'd,and 
put  of  Order,  when  fhe  came  Home  5  the 
Heats  and  Flulhings  abovemention'd  ftill  fub- 
■Efting  on  her,  though  in  a  lelTer  Degree  5  her 
Stomach  loathing  Flefh-meats,  and  her  Reft 
diflurb'd  with  Dreams  and  Horrors.  She  had 
likcwifc  two  fmall  Boils,  one  under  her  Arm, 
and  another  on  her  Side ;  But  none  of  thef^ 
Accidents  were  troublefome  enough  to  hin¬ 
der  her  Attendance  on  her  accufloni'd  Buli- 
liefs  within  and  without  the  Houfe :  How¬ 
ever  thefe  continuing  for  about  two  Montl^ 
after  Ihe  came  Home,  Ihe  was  purg’d  once  or 
pwice,  in  order  to  remove  them  5  but  ftill  they 
iij-briftcd  upon  her,  not  to  any  Degree,  'till 
the  Small  Vox  broke  out  upon  her,  which 
happen'd  in  this  Ahinncr :  Three  Days  be¬ 
fore,  fhe  had  heated  hcrfelf  extraordinarily  j  1 
the  firft,  by  going  to  the  and  back  a- 1 

sain,, 

.  uv  '  I 
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gain,  on  Foot,  in  a  very  warm  Day ;  the  fc- 
cond,  by  walking  heartily  to  the  Charter- 
Houfe,  to  fee  her  Brother,  and  returning 
Home  i  and  the  third  Day  in  going  and  fit¬ 
ting  at  the  ‘Flay-Houfe  in  Lincolns  -  Inn- 
Fields  :  As  fhc  fat  at  this  laft  Place,  the  Small 
Tox  broke  out  upon  her  :  at  leaft,  I  never  per¬ 
ceiv’d  it  upon  her,  'till  her  Return ;  at  which 
my  Daughter  was  furpriz’d,  fhc  having  had  no 
Illnefs  whatever,  that  could  hinder  her  Plea- 
fure  at  the  Play,  and  her  walking  Home  j 
or  any  fuch  precurfory  Warnings  of  that  Di- 
ftemper,  which  J  hear  have  been  divulg’d  A- 
broad.  As  foon  as  the  Small  Fox  had  ap¬ 
pear’d,  fhe  recover’d  her  Stomach  for  thofc 
Flelh-meats  fhe  had  loath’d  before  •,  and  came 
to  that  natural  compos’d  Sleep,  of  which  fhe 
had  been  depriv’d  fince  the  Inoculation ;  And 
fhe  having  gone  through  the  moft  favourable 
Periods  of  that  Diftemper,  fhe  got  well  in 
Eight  Days  from  That  I  perceiv’d  the  firft 
Eruption  5  fo  that  I  inuft  conclude,  from  the 
Symptoms  which  my  Daughter  was  by  Times 
afflifted  with,  during  Eleven  Weeks  after 
fhe  had  been  Inoculated,  that  It  appears  evi¬ 
dent  to  me,  the  Small  Fox  fhe  had  then,  was 
theEffedof  the  Inoculation,  although  it  Jras  . 
fhew’d  itfelf  much  later  than  is  ufual,  after 
that  Operation.  As  to  the  Itch,  that  appear  d 
upon  her  about  the  fame  Tinle  with  the 
Small  Fox :  I  can  only  account  for  it  thus ; 

She  had  been  Infefted  by  Jier  Brother,  about

three  Months  before  (he  was  Inoculated^,  and 
I  thoright  her  cur'd  6f  it  by  the  fame  Means 
that  were  Efficacious  for  the  Cure  of  her 
Brother.  It  is  certain  that  when  Ihc  was,  there 
was  no  Appearance  fubfifting  of  that  Diftem-. 
per,  nor  any  Shew  of  it,  'till  that  Time  the 
Small  "Pox  appear'd  upon  her.  However,  fhe 
is  perfedly  cur'd  of  the  Itchy  by  the  fame 
Means  that  were  us'd  at  firft :  And  I  thank 
God,  my  Daughter  is  at  prefent  as  well,  if 
riot  better,  in  every  Refped,  than’  ever  fhe 
was  in  her  Life.

Nettleto  n,  at 
Halifax  Yorkftiire,^(j  Dr.  J  u  r  i  n, 
R.  S.  Seer.  ' 


SIR,  . 

IN  Arilwcf  to  what  you  require  from  me, 
as  to  what  has  been  farther  done,  I  have 
only  to  add/  that  fince  I  writ  to  Dr.  whita-- 
kery  I  have  made  the  Injitidn  upon  about  fijf- 
teeh  Perfons,  ‘  who  have  all  Had  the  billerii- 
per  very  favourably,  and  got  thro'  it  With  a 

great 
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great  deal  of  Eafe.  As  nothing  uncommon' 
or  extraordinary  did  happen  in  any  of  thefc 
Cafes,  it  will  not  be  neceffary  to  trouble  you 
with  a  particular  Account  of  any  of  them  : 
They  were  moft  of  them  at  fome  Diftance  > 
the  Small  being,  in  a  great  Meafure, 
gone  from  this  Town  and  Neighbourhood. 

I  am  very  fenfible  of  the  Favour  done  me 
by  the  Royal  Society,  who  were  pleafed  to 
take  Notice  of  my  Letter  to  Dr.  IVhitakery 
yvhich  you  had  nothing  to  move  you  to,  be- 
fides  a  generous  Difpolition  to  encourage  the 
fmallcft  Attempts  towards  any  thing ,  that 
may  tend  to  publick  Advantage.  I  muft  own 
that  all  the  Information  I  had  concerning  thi?5 
Affair,  which  I  have  happen'd  to  be  engaged 
in,  was  entirely  from  the  Thilofophical 
Tranf actions,  'Tis  now  about  fix  Years  fince 
the  Royal  Society  did  communicate  to  the 
World  fome  Letters  from  two  very  confide- 
cable  Phyficians  refidiiig  in  Turky  y  whqfc 
good  Senfe  or  Integrity  we  had  no  reafon  to 
call  in  queftion  5  thefe  Gentlemen  did  fo- 
Icmnly  affure  us,  that  the  Method  of  Inocu-^ 
lation  had  been  for  many  Years  practis'd  in 
chofe  Parts  of  the  World,  with  almoft  con- 
ftant  Succefs.  I  had,  as  well  as  all  others 
who  have  been  engaged  in  the  Praftice,  with 
fufficient  Sorrow  and  Concern,  been  called 
to  matjy  in  the  Small ^oxy  whole  Cafes  were 
fo  deplorable,  as  to  admit  of  no  Relief.  And 
therefore  I  could  not  but  be  very  thoughtful 

about- 


^bout  this  Method,  which  prbmifed  to  carry 
Perfons  thro"  that  cruel  Diftemper,  with  fo 
much  Eafe  and  Safety.  I  was  fo  far  fronl 
knowing  that  it  was  a  Crime,  that  I  always 
thought  it  the  Duty  of  our  Profeflion,  to  do 
what  we  could  to  preferve  the  Lives  of  thofe 
who  commit  themfelves  to  our  Care.  And 
I  know  no  Rcafon,  why  we  ought  not,  with 
all  humble  Thankfulnefs  to  Almighty  God, 
tomakeUfe^’of  any  Means,  which  his  good 
Providence  fhall  bring  to  Light  conducing  to 
that  End.  This  Matter,  tho"  of  fo  great  Im¬ 
portance,  lying  dormant  fo  long  after  it  was 
known,  is,  I  prefume  a  fufficient  Proof,  that 
none  have  been  very  forward  to  try  Expe-» 
riments.  But  when  we  had  the  Account  in  the 
publick  Papers,  that  it  had  by  their  Royal- 
Highnefss  Command  been  done  with  Sue** 
cefs  at  London^  I  could  not  be  fatisfy"d  with¬ 
out  trying  it  here,  I  was  foon  convinced, 
that  it  would  be  of  very  great  Ufe  5  and  the 
more  Experience  I  have  had  of  it  fince,  the 
more  I  am  confirni  d  in  the  fame  Opinion.  I 
believe  all  others,  who  have  feen  any  thing  of 
this  Praftice,  are  in  the  fame  Sentiment,  and 
there  is  no  doubt,  but  in  a  few  Years  the 
World  will  acknowledge  the  Service,  which 
the  Royal  Society  have  done  to  Mankind,  in 
firfl:  revealing  to  this  Part  of  Europey  a  Thing 
fo  beneficial  as  it  will  certainly  proven  for 
tho'  fome  few  unfortunate  Accidents  may 
fometin^es  happen^  yet  thefe  will  be  very  rare 
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in  comparifon  of  the  many  fad  and  difaftrohs 
Events,' which  this  Diftempef  has  been,  and 
ever  wilt  be  very  fruitful  of,  while  it  is  left 
to  ras^c  in  its  full  Force  and  Violence. 

Sh^  1  doubt  not  but  when  you  have  col- 
leded  a  fufficient  number  of  Obfervations  for 
it,  you  will  be  able  to  demdnftrate ,  that  the 
Hazard  in  this  Method  is  very  inconfiderabley 
in  proportion  to  that  in  the  ordinary  way  by 
accidental  Contagion,  fo  fmall,  that  it  ought 
not  to  deter  any  body  from  making  ufe  of  it. 
In  order  to  fatisfy  my  felf ,  what  Proportion 
the  Number  of  thofe  that  die  of  the  Small 
might  bear  to  the  whole  Number  that 
is  felzcd  with  the  Difiempcl*  j  in  the  Natural 
way,  1  liave  made  fomc  Enquiry  hereabouts, 
and  I  lhall  take  the  Freedom  to  tranfmit  the 
Accounts  to  you,  bccaufe  I  believe  you  may 
depencLupon  their  being  taken  with  fufliciont 
Caie  and  Impartiality.  Iw  Halifax  fincethc 
Beginning  of  lafl:  Winter,  276  have  had  the 
Small  T ox y  and  out  of  that  Number  43  have 
died.  In  Rochdale  ^  a  fmall  Neighbouring 
Market  Town,  177  have  had  the  Diftemper, 
and  38  have  died.  In  Leeds y  792  have  had 
the  Small  R ox  y  and  189  have  died.  It  is 
to  be  noted,  that  in  this  Town,  the  Small 
ox  have  been  more  favourable  this  Seafon 
than  ufual,  and  in  Leeds  they  have  been  more 
than  ufually  mortal  >  but  upon  a  Medium  in 
thefe  three  Towns,  there  have  died  nearly  2-2 
out  of  every  hundred,  which  is  above  f fifth 

'  I  Tart 
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^Party  of  all  that  have  been  infeded  in  the  na¬ 
tural  way.  I  have  in  thefe  Accounts  con¬ 
fin’d  my  felf  to  the  Limits  of  the  Towns, 
The  Numbers  that  have  had  the  Small  Pox  in 
the  Country  round  about,  is  vaftly  greater ; 
but  the  Proportion  of  thofe  that  die  is  much 
the  fame.  I  have  made  the  Enquiry  in  fevc- 
ral  Country  Villages  hereabouts,  in  fome  I 
found  the  Proportion  to  be  greater,  in  others 
icis,  but  in  the  main  it  is  nearly  the  fame.

So  conlldcrable  a  Part  of  Mankind  fear- 
fully  pcrifliing  by  the  Small  Pox  ^  and 
many  more  of  us  grievoufly  fuffering  by 
tliat  miferable  Diftemper,  you  will  allow  me 
to  entertain  you  with  a  few  more  Commu¬ 
nications,  and  writ  (I  think  its)  a  fourth 
Letter  upon  it.

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The  Tyijl'emper  has  lately  vifitcd  and  raii- 
fack'd  the  City  of  Bofton  j  and  in  little  more 
dian  half  a  Year,  of  more  then  five  thoufand 
Perfons  that  have  undergone  it,  near  nine 
hundred  have  died.  But  how  many  Lives 
night  have  been  faved,  if  our  unhappy 
^cianSy  had  not  poifbnd  and  bewiteffd  our 
People  with  a  blind  Rage^  that  has  appear  d 
i^ery  like  a  Satanick  Bojfejfiany  againft  the 
Vlethod*of  Relief  and  Safety  in  the  way  of. 
:hc  Small  Box  Inoculated. 

I  prevaird  with  one  Phyitcian,  ( and  for  it 
[  have  had  bloody  Attempts  made  upon  my 
Life  by  fome  of  om^Energumetis }  to  intro¬ 
duce  the  Pr  aft  ice  j  and  the  Experiment  has 
been  made  upon  almofi:  three  hundred  Ob- 
efts  in  our  Neighbourhoud,  Young  and  Old  j 
'  from  one  Year  to  jfeventy)  weak  and  ftrongj 
Male  and  Female,  White  and  Black  5  in  Mid¬ 
rummer,  in  Autumn,  in  W inter,  and  it  fuc- 
:ceds  to  Admiration. 

I  cannot  learn  that  any  one  has  died  of  it  5 
:ho'  the  Experiment  has  been  made  under  va¬ 
rious  and  marvellous  Difadvantages.  Five  or 
Rx  have  died  upon  it,  or  after  it,  but  from  o- 
rher  Difeafes  or  Accidents  5  chiefly  from  hav¬ 
ing  taken  the  Infeftion  in  the  common  way, 
by  Infpiration,  before  it  could  be  given  them 
in  this  way  pf  Tranfplantation.  However  at 
prefent  I  need  fay  no  more  of  this,  having  al¬ 
ready  given  you  fome  Report  of  our  Proceed¬ 
ings  in  it.

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To  them  who  arc  under  the  Inoculation  ol 
the  Small  Tox^  we  commonly  give  a  Vomit, 
in  the  time  of  their  ^ecumbiturey  a  Day  or 
two  before  the  expeded  Eruption.  One  ol 
cur  Patients  not  vomiting  fo  freely  as  he 
would  have  done,  thruft  a  Finger  or  two  into 
his  Throat,  which  fetch'd  up,  what  was  to  be 
difeharg  d  from  his  uneafy  Stomach  5  He  had 
but  a  few  of  the  Small  Vox,  and  the  Pulluies 
.were  fulScicntly  of  the  diftinSi  SoHl  as  it 
ufes  to  be  where  they  have  the  Small  Vox  In- 
oculated  j  but  the  Fingers  that  had  been  thus 
employ'd,  prov'd  as  full  as  they  could  hold, of 
the  confluet  Sort,  which  he  now  thought  his 
whole  Body  would  have  been,  if  v/e  had  not 
in  this  Way  prevented  it.' 

Do  dor  Leigh  in  his  Ijlatural  Hiftory  of 
Lancajhire,  counts  it  an ’Occurrence  worth 
relating,  that  there  were  fome  Catts  known 
to  catch  the  Small  Vox  ;  and  pafs  regularly 
thro' the  State  of  it,  and  then  to  die.  '  We 
have  had  among  us  the'  very  fame  Occur¬ 
rence. 

It  was  generally  obferv'd  and  complain'd, 
that  the  Vigeon-Houfes  of  the  City  continu'd 
unfruitful,  and  the  Vigeons  did  not  hatch  01 
lay  as  they  ufed  to  do,  all  the  while  that  the 
Small  Vox  v/as  in  its  Epidemical  Progrefs : 
And  it  is  very  llrongly  affirm'd-  that  our 
Dunghil  Fowl  felt  much  of  the  like  Effed 
upon  them. 


We 
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We  have  fo  many  among  us,  who  have 
been  vihted  with  the  blague  in  other  Coun¬ 
tries  many  Years  ago,  and  who  have  never 
been  arrefted  with  the  Small  ‘Pox  after  it,  tho’ 
they  have  been  cxpofed  as  much  as  any  other 
People  to  it  5  that  it  now  begins  to  obtain  a 
Belief  with  us,  that  they  who  have  had  the 
Plague,  will  never  have  the  Small  Pox  af¬ 
ter  it. 

I  will  add  but  oneThing  more.  For  Suc¬ 
cour  under  the  Small  Pox,  where  Life  is  in 
Danger,  after  all  the  Methods  and  Medicines, 
that  our  Sydenham  and  others  rely  upon ;  I 
can  allure  you,  we  have  yet  found  nothing  fo 
fure  as  this  5  Procure  for  the  Patient, as  early  as 
may  be,  by  Epifpajliks  a  plentiful  Difcharge 
at  the  Hand-writs,  or  Ancles,  or  both,  ( I  fay 
as  early  as  my  be)  and  keep  them  running 
till  the  Danger  is  over.  When  the  Venom 
of  the  Small  Pox,  makes  an  evident  or  vio¬ 
lent  Invafion  on  the  Nobler  Parts  this  Dif¬ 
charge  does  wonderfully.  I  am  forry  it  was 
fo  late  before  we  fell  into  this  Way ;  but  it 
has  conftantly  proffer’d:  I  know  not  that  it 
has  once  miftarried,  fine?  we  came  into  it.

My  Lord  B--  -  -ft's  Six  Children  were 
Inoculated  the  \%tb  April:  Five  of 
them  had  got  thro’  the  Small  Box  before  the 
^othj  '^h^nKisSznvzntwdiS  Inoculated,  He 
came  from  Cirencefter  to  My  Lord  s  Houfe  in 
London  about  the  Time  that  his  Children  had 
the  Small  Box  on  them,  with  an  Intent  to  bo 
Inoculated  j  but  Matter  could  not  be  found  lb" 
fbon  as  delircd,  and  the  Fellow  in  the  mean 
time  liv’d  among  the  Servants  that  attended 
on  My  Lord’s  Children :  Whether  he  had 
contraded  any  Infeftion  by  that  Commerce 
is  not  determin’d  5  or  whether  the  Diforder 
he  had  on  him  three  or  four  Days  before  he 
was  Inoculated,  may  be  aferibed  to  that,  as 
fome  have  thought,  or  to  a  Change  of  Dyet 
and  Air,  or  only  to  a  Cold  caught ;  ’tis  moft 
certain  he  complain’d  then  of  Pain  in  his 
Head  and  Bones  5  and  was  feverifh.  Dodor 
Mead  was  confulted,  and  order’d  him  to  be 
blooded,  vomited,  and  other  Medicines  for 
his  Relief  5  and  that  the  Inoculation  fhould 
be  Poftpon’d  till  after  his  Recovery :  For  this 
End  he  was  remov’d  out  of  My  Lord’s  Houfe 
to  a  Nurfc,  who  takes  People  in  for  the  Small 
Box,  He  got  well  of  his  Complaints  the  2  %^th 
April  1  and  ’twas  thought  proper  to  Inocu¬ 
late  him  the  3  oth  Ditto,  He  kept  well  till  the 
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Ma/y  and  then  had  no  other  Dlforder  on 
him  than  what  is  ufuai  before  the  Eruption  of 
the  Small  Vox  after  Inoculation.  On  the  6th 
the  Eruptions  were  plain  of  the  diflina  large 
Kind,  and  he  was  relieved  on  that  Actount ; 
but  at  Night  his  Compkints  returned  on  him, 
and  were  rather  more  fevere  than  they  had 
be€n>  he  having  then  a  kind  of  V>ilmtmy  fre¬ 
quent  Vbinitings  and  Stools  ^  Thefe  conti¬ 
nuing  the  7/^,  Arbothnot  was  calM 

to  his •Afliftance.  Dodlor  Mead  faw  him  alfo 
the  next  Day.  They  preferib'd  feveral  things, 
which  had  the  delir'd  Succefsj  but  at  this 
Time  his  Body  was  cover'd  with  Small  V ox y 
and  moft  of  it  of  the  confluent  Sort.  He 
continued  in  a  tolerable  good  Way  till  the 
I  \thoi May y  when  his  Fever  was  fharper  on 
him,  with  a  V)ilirimn  and  Difficulty  of 
Breathing.  He  was  then  blooded  and  blifterd, 
but  without  any  Effeft.  He  died  the  \ithy 
and  was  open'd  the  i  ith.  Then  upon  Irifpi- 
fting  the  OutJfide  of  his  Body,  the  Face  and 
Limbs  were  found  as  full  of  Small  Vox  as 
they  could  hold  5  as  were  allb  two  Places  in 
his  Breafl:  and  Shoulders  5  they  all  appearing 
of  the  Confluent  Sort,  Nothing  Material 
was  obferv'd  in  the  Difleftion  o^  his  Body, 
faving  that  the  Lungs  were  Inflamed  and  mor¬ 
tified  5  and  that  in  the  Cavities  of  the  Thorax 
there  was  a  pretty  latge  Qiiahtity  of  bloody 
Matter  extravafated.
